ANOTHER CONFERENCE ARRANGED 


The main buildings of the World’s Fair, the 
* Court of Honor, and ali that makes up the 
glory of the White City will not pass away 
next year, or the year after, probably. . § Such. 
was the Opinion expressed yesterday by 
World’s Fair Directors and South Park Com. 
missioners when they came away from a joint 
meeting held to consider the financial rela- 
tions between the two boards and the pos- 
_gibility of saving the buildings. The confer- 
ence lasted two hours, half of which time was 
spent in clearng the ground for a definite 
proposition. That was that the South 
Park Commissioners should take Jack- 
gon Park Jau. 1, with the buildings 
in it, together with a sum. of money 
- to be agreed on, as a fulk settlement 
for their cluims against the W orld’s Fair for 
damages done to the park. The South Park 
Commissioners, in turn. are to maintain the 
buildings as long as, in their discretion, they 
should do so. In the discussion the Commis- 
sioners said they would not dream of pulling 
down the buildings next year. Some of them 
declared they would stand for five years. 
When the meeting adjourned it was with the 
agreement that the World’s Fair should pre- 
pare at once a complete schedule of every- 
thing that could be turned over and present it 
at another joint meeting. On that occasion 
the South Park Commissioners will specify 
the amount in money they want besides 
before giting a release from all claims. The 
greatest damage done in their view, it ap- 
peared in the discussion, was in the removal 
of treés. Various benefits to the park were 
conceded. If the two boards agree on the 
sum the deal will be closed after it is ap- 
proved by the Executive eommittee of the 
World's Fair. Edwin Walker, who conducted 
the negotiations for the latter, and Commis- 
sioner Best, who was active for his side, each 
said that an agreement would be reached. 
Mr. Best thought there would be no trouble 


about it. 
An Interesting Conference. 

The conference took place in the office of 
the South Park Board. Commissioners Best, 
Russell, Sherman, El!sworth, and Donners- 
berger were the first to arrive. Their attor- 
ney. A. W. Green. followed. Soon after came 
the representatives of the World’s Fair— 
_ President Higinbotham, Director-General 
"Davis, Secretiiry’ Edmonds, and Directors 
Edwin Walkerand H. B. Store. An hour 
later L. 3. Gage arrived. When President 
Donnersberger rapped for order and asked 
the World’s Fair officials to state the object 
of the ’.meeting President Higinbotham 
passed a typewritten paper over to Secretary 
Edmonds and directed him to read it. 

It was the resolution passed by the Execu- 
tive committee of the World’s Fair Directory 
a week ago, reading as foilows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board that, 
in conformity with what seems to be the senti- 
ment of the shareholders of this corporation and 
of the general public, the principal structures of 
the Exposition, especially those surrounding the 
Court of Honor and the roads leading thereto, 
should be preserved for such period, of time as 
their further condition justifies; be it further 

Resolved, That the committee intrusted with 
negotiations with the South Bark Board be re- 
quested to secure the foregoing result if practica- 
bie and that a copy of these resolutions be sent to 
the South Park Board. 

“No meeting has been held,” said Presi- 
dent Higinbotham ir reply to a remark by 
President Donnersberger that the resolution 
was indefinite and contained no proposition. 
“We preferto meet you and discuss it in- 
formally,” he continued. ‘We would like to 
make some arrangement to turn the buildings 
and park over to you to maintain as long as 
Conditions and circumstances may permit. 
Of course nobody can teil what the conditions 
of the buildings may be in the spring if we 
have @ hard winter.” 

Commissioner Russell spoke up at once. 
He did not see the necessity of the directors 
,coming to the Commissioners with such a 
" proposition. He said: 

“ The ordinance under which Jackson Park 
was given over for the purposes of the Fair re- 
guired you, when you got ready to tear down 
the buildings, to file another bond for $100.- 
000. No such bond has been filed and con- 
sequently we must assume that the World's 
Pair Commissioners wish to keep the build- 
ings until May, 1895, before tearing them 
down.”

No Salvage. 

« Wy want the mem bers of the pee ae to 
distinétly understand,” said he, “ that the 
Park Commissioners are unanimous in the 
belief that not one cent of salvage can be ob- 
tained from these buildings. Already in the 
few weeks which have passed since the Expo- 
sition authorities stopped taking care of them 
the buildings have shown noticeable decay. 
I was amazed when passing by the Transpor- 
tation Building the other day to notice th 
already acres of the staff had fallen away) 
We have inquired into the matter thorough!y 
and are convinced that the buildings will yield 
nothing.” 

Mr. Higinbotham said the trees in the park 
were native oaks. He was a native Illinoisan, 
and had observed that such trees died when 
streets were opened and sewers buiit. The 
lagoons had drained the park. 

“Another matter,” said he, “that you 
should consider is the elevation of the Illinois 
Central tracks. We got the road to make 
that improvement and paid $250,000 of he 
cost. The work would hardly have been done 
without us.”’ 

“Mr. Russell conceded that the track eleva- 
tion wasa valuable improvement, but said 
nothing more, and President Donnersberger 
apparently brought the conference to a full 
stop with the reinark: 

‘** If your proposition simply is that we shall 
take these old shells and let you out, why we 
cannot consider such a ds icra ae for a mo- 
ment.’

Commissioner Russell said: * Well, if you 
will clean up the litter and the Midway truck 
and give us a sum in litigation and retire from 
the park it will be agreeable to us. We 
shouldn't dream of tearing the buildings 
dowa next year. They will be there until 
most of you ask that they be removed,” 

To Name the Sum, 

Attorney Green said the Commissioners 
couldn’t consent to be bound to maintain the 
buildings any specific time, and Mr. Walker 
answered him that he believed that could be 
left to the discretion of the Commissioners. 
He wanted the latter to name the sum of 
money they would demand. President Don- 
nersberger thought the World’s Fair people 
ought to du that, but Mr. Walker insisted that 
the proposition come from the Com mission- 
ers. Finally President Donnersberger said: 

‘Make ovta schedule of what you’ve got 
to offer and bring it in.”’ 

Mr. Higinbotham asked and obtained per- 
mission to placea heating apparatus in the 
Art Palace in order that it might be used by 
the Columbian Museuin to store its collec. 
tions. and the meeting came toanend. The 
World’s Fair officials went immediately to D. 
H. Burnham’s office to arrange for the prep- 
aration of a schedule. All of them were in 
high good humor. The schedule will be ready 
in a few days, and the joint conference to set- 
tle the matter will be called soon after, 

‘IT think everything will be settled,” said 
Edwin Walker. ‘** It will be a good thing for 
us and for the park. If the settlement is made 
it will hasten to a much earlier settlement the 
affairs of the Columbian Exposition.” 

Commissioner Best was equally sanguine 
that the settlernent would be made, 

There will be a meeting of residents of 
Hyde Park at Rosalie Hall, Fifty-seventh and 
Rosaiie court, to further discuss the preserva- 
tion of the White City. The committee of 
fifteen appointed at the Pacific Hotel meet- 
ing, as an executive committee on the 
preservation of World’s Fair buildings, will 
meet at the same piace this afternoon at 3 
o'clock. 

The Superintendent of Buildings at 
Jackson Park says there is no way of pre- 
serving their staff exterior. With the excep- 
tion of the Art Palace the life of the staff has 
been killed by the peculiar whitewash used 
last spring in brightening the exteriors. 

Supt. Richardson said yesterday: 

‘There is no kind of paint that can now be 
applied to the buildings that would preserve 
the staff. It is past saving.’ 

The men interested in the removal of the 
Manufactures Building from Jackson Park to 
the Lake-Front are likely to meet objections 
of a serious nature from the city Law Depart- 
ment. Assistant Corporation Counsel Zeisler 
has given the matter much’ thought and he is 
of opinion that the legal obstacles to the 
scheme are such that they can not be over- 
come. He said: 

There are several legal objections to the 
scheme. In the first place the ground now ¢alled 
the Lake-Front, or at least a large part of it, be- 
longed not so mapy years ago to the United 
States. In 1837, I believe, it was ceded to the 
City of Chicago by the Federal. Government, and 
was known as the Fort Dearborn addition. The 
express condition of the grant was that the Lake- 
Front should remain free to the people, and that 
it should be forever free of buildings. The in- 
tent of the law is plain. It says that the city may 
take from the World's Fair any temporary build- 
ings on land controlled by the city. That does 
not mean that after the Fair|is over the World's 
Fair company may erect a building on land con- 
trolled by the city and turn it over in part pay- 
ment of its indebtedness.

LYNCHED IN A‘COURT. 


WOMAN SUPPLIES TRE ROPE TO HANG 
HER DAUGHTER'S ASSAILANT. 


An Angry Mob Egced On by the Dying 
Chitd’s Grandfather Fights Its Way 
Through Opposing Officials Into a Jus- 
tice’s Room at Ottumwa, Ia.—They Se- 
cure the Prisoner After Another Des- 
perate Battle Mob Disperses After Be- 
ing Assured of the Man’s Death, 

Orrumwa, Ia., Nov. 21.—[Special.]—Fred 
Gustaveson was taken from the officers of the 
law ina Justice's court-room here this after- 
noon and hanged from the balustrade just 
outside the door. Monday he assaulted a lit- 
tle girl 4 years old,a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jonas Saxe, and inflicted injuries from 
the effects of which she will die. The child’s 
mother brought into the room the rope with 
which the man’s life was strangled out. Her 
grandfather, tottering with age. urged the 
‘crowd to its grim revénge and was the direct 
leader of the rnovement. 

The deed was the climax of heenaapead that 
has been growing in the public mind over the 
farces, miscalled “trials,”’ which have re- 
sulted recently in letting go, scot free, the per- 
petrators of eight murders in this city. 

The preliminary trial of Gustaveson was set 
for 2 o'clock, but was kept secret. The news 
soon got out that the prisoner was to be 
brought out for trial at Justice Truitt’s court 
about 2 o’clock. Justice Truitt holds his 
court in a second story office at the corner of 
Main and Market streets, in the very center of 


| the city. An outside stairway with iron rail-

Aged Grandfather's Attack, 
When they arrived at the Justice's office not 


when they started up the stairs. At the head 
with a number of persous was Jacob Provol- 
eki, the aged grandfather of the assaulted and 
murdered girl. He sprang at the prisoner, 
was pushed from behind, and a _ general 
scuffle ensued. The grandfather’s cries could 
be plainly heard. The crowd was pushed in- 
side and the scuffle was still continued. 

The crowd below by this time had »ecome 
larger and more demonstrative. A number of 
sworn officers and deputies were distributed 
along the sidewalk and inside the office. The 
Sheriff saw that something must be done, and 

.spoke to the crowd warning them they must 
not attack the prisoner and violate the law of 
the State. This was effective in quieting 
them, but the crowd did not disperse. 

Soon a window was raised, and the white 
head of the old grandfather was seen. 
He began crying to the crowd below and urg- 
ing them to vengeance. His cries roused the 
people to action. They darted into the door- 
way and made an attack on the small squad of 
police and deputies congregated at ‘the! head 
of the stairway leading to the court-room, 
where the prisoner lay crouched in the corner 
guarded by the Sheriff and deputized citizens. 
They experienced considerable diffictlty in 
forcing their way to the head of the stains and 
into the door. 

Once inside the little room the prisoner was 


less mass. The rope broke after the body had 
remained suspended several minutes, precip- 
itating the corpse to the sidewalk. Here it 
was picked up and thrown into a wagon, and, 
amid the hoots and cries of the now thor- 
oughly excited mob, the wagon was driven at 
a rupid rate to the jail, followed by the mob. 
Mother Supplies the Rope. 

The rope with which the fiend was hung 
wad brought tothe scene by the mother of 
the child, and by her furnished to the mob 
at the moment he fell into their hands.| The 
mob surrounded the entrance of the jail and 
demanded to know if the wretch was. dead or 
alive. Mayor Laforce mounted a high box 
and said: 

‘* Men of Ottumwa, the man is dead now; 
quietly disperse. You have done all you can 
do. He isa dead man. Now quietly disperse ; 
do nothing now to disgrace yourse! ves.” 

Voices called out “ that’s rignt.”’ and the 
mob gradually broke up and dispersed. The 
mob, however, would not believe that the man 
was dead, and soon returned. More trouble 
was feared. and Mayor Laforce again en- 
deavored to persuade the mob to disperse. 

**Wedon’t believe he is dead.’ shouted 
one. 

* Well, will you disperse if a committee of 
three will go, into the Aun and report to you 
that he is dead? r" 

‘** That will satisfy us, 
voices. 

Mob Must Be Satisfied of His Death, 

* Choose your own committee,” said the 
Mayor. And a committee of three was ap- 
pointed, They went into the jail and found 
that life had gone out of their victim before 
he had been placed in the undertaker’s big 
box. When the committee had reported the 
crowd dispersed and the body was taken to 
the morgue, where it was viewed by the Board 
of Supervisors and other officials. 

That part of the tragedy which transpired 
behind the closed doors of Justice Truitt’s 
court consisted of a terrible fight, beginning 
when the mob forced @heir way to the inside. 
The stove was overturned twice and a num- 
ber received wounds ofa slight nature. Not 
a shot was fired ora firearm, club, or missile 
of any kind was shown by the mob or officers, 

Gustaveson lured the girl away from her 
home with candy and fruit. The first news 
her parents had of her calamity was when 
she came staggering into the house. Capt. 
Dan Hannon of the police force soon arrested 
Gustaveson in his room, When the crime 
was bruited about on the street this moraing 
there was much talk of lynching. The offi- 
cers took the prisoner to the Saxe home at an 
early hour this morning for identification be- 
fore the little one might die. When she saw. 
her assailant she drew back in abject horror 
and cried for protection. At this time her 
father and grandfather, who are Russian Jews, 
endeavored to kill Gustaveson, «but were de- 
terred by officers. The child is still alive, but 
cannot live. 

Gustaveson was known by some as Johnson 
and had come from Minneapolis to this city 
only last week. Nothing beyond this is known 
of him. 

There was one man who was fearfully 
frightened by the tragedy, Ed Walton, who 
was on trial at the City Hall when the news of 
the mob reached the court room. The charge 
against him is the murder of a young woman. 
Walton thought the mob was after him and 
turned pale asa sheet. The Judge at once 
dismissed court and Walton was spirited 
away.

A detail of police-came rushing to the 
hall, This gave the children an idea, for in a 
body they assailed police héadquarters until 
the authorities were in a stage of siege. It 
was late at night when the young victims re- 
luctantly went home. No trace was found of 
the swindiers, They secured over $100, 
while the hall was damaged to several times 
that amount.

Grantsspura, Wis., Nov. 21.—[Special,]— 
The long quest of name and nature of the 
disease that has prevailed in this vicinity and 
caused the death of a large number of young 
people has at last been ascertained. Dr. Rob- 
ert Andrew Kittoo of Racine pronounces it 
diphtheria. He has gained the full confidence 
of the people and will be retained here until 
the epidemic is subdued. Secretary of the 
State Board of Health Reeves arrived today 
and has beén busy investigating. A meeting 
of the Board of Health was held tonight, to- 
gether with a mass-meeting| of the citizens. 
The local doctors were present also. The 
meeting was held for the purpose of 
hearing a statement from the doctors. 
After a thorough examination of the 
patients now stricken with the disease Sec- 
retary Reeves was called upon and in his 
statement said the epideinie raging was diph- 
theria and of a severe type and thata general 
quarantine must be made in all places where 
the disease prevailed to arrest its 
spread. Dr. Kittoo of Racine said he 
was sure the disease was diphtheria: 
The cases will now be taken in hand by the 
Board of Health and fully held to the restric- 
tions of the quarantine law. Health Officer 
Olson will quarantine and placerd all houses 
infected early tomorrow morning, 
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ELKINS SAID TO HAVE CONFESSED. 


But He Denies Testimony That He Wit- 
qnessed the Arthur Brown Murder. 

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 21.—(Special.}—Will- 
iam B. Elkins, jointly indicted at Bryan with 
Waiter Piemmer for the murder of Arthur 
Brown, was put on the stand in the latter's 
trial today. It was developed from other wit- 
nesses that while Elkins was employed in Chi- 
cago by a Mr. Clapper a8 a barber a year 
ago he had confessed to Mr, and Mrs, Clapper, 
a Mrs. Myers, and a half dozen others 
that he witnessed the Brown murder.

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TO DEFRAUD PEOPLE. 


JUDGE THOMAS’ OPINION OF THE 
GUARANTEE OOMPAWY’S SOHEME. 


Legal Adviser of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment Says in Many States Kindred 
Artifices Are Prohibited by Law—But 
the Investment Officials Now Reing 
Tried in Chicago Look Openly for Ac- 
quittaleMilchrist Is Lauched at While 
Making His Argument Against Them. 


Judge Thomas, legal adviser of the Post- 
office Department, has an exceedingly poor 
opinion of the Guarantee Investment com- 
pany, the officers of which are now op trial 
in che United States Court, and expressed 
it forcibly yesterday in answering a question 
propounded by the concérn. After being de- 
nied the use of the mails because its scheme 
partook of the nature of a lottery, the Post- 
office authorities were asked by the company 
if the restrictions would be removed if the 
**chance”’ features of the plan were eliminat- 
ed. In rendermg an opinion on the matter 
Judge Thomas said: 

The Postmaster-General is authorized under 
the law to exclude from the mail the business of 
an enterprise offering prizes for distribution of 
money or property by lot or chance and of 
schemes devised to obtain money or property un- 
der faise pretenses. Therefore, when you elimi- 
nate the chance feature from your seheme you 
will be confronted by the fraud element in it, if 
any. An examination of your plan convinces me 
that. if successful, it must inevitably result in 
gigantic losses to your patrons as a body. 

The proposition to receive the money and re- 
turn a portion of it to your patrons in unequal 
proportions and to induce people to embark in 
the enterprise of a necessity makes the distribu- 
tion depend on lot or chance or mark the plan of 
operations. 

I cannot comprehend how a sane man would 
invest his money in a scheme like yours. Graut- 
ing that the chance element is eliminated from 
it, the absence of a plain advantage over co- 
investors and of deception, scme must be de- 
ceived, if the plan succeeds. 

If you remove the chance element you must 
mask your plan of operations so as to cover your 
real designs, chiefly by juggiing with figures, by 
which people can be readily deceived and over- 
reached, by holding out to them hopes of mag- 
nificent results that can never be realized. . The 
practical outcome of such schemes: has been in 
the past to defraud the people, and in many 
States they have been prohibited by statute. 


Goes to the Jury Today. 


Some time today the case of the govern- 
ment against the directors and officers of the 
Guarantee Investment company will go to 
the jury. Yesterday Assistant District-Attor- 
ney Hand and Judge Collins closed their argu- 
ments, and District Attorney Milchrist talked 
for several hours. One or two witnesses were 
put on «he stand by the defense. 

Mr. Milchrist, in his address, quoted some 
statistics about the business of the company, 
but got badly mixed in his multiplication. 
The error was noticed by the crowd of specta- 
tors, chiefly sleek agents, and e:nployés of the 
company. A roar of laughter greeted it. 
Judge Grosscup found it necessary to take 
the audience sternly to task. 

“* This court is not a theater,” he said. “ If 
there is another disturbance the room will be 
cleared.” 

Nevertheless, as Attorney Milchrist pro- 
ceeded thére were several times when the 
merriment of the crowd was restrained but 


little better. He was interrupted continually 
by Judge Collins or other counsel for the 
corapany. who corrected misstatements and 
attention to fallacies in his argument. 
It was the argument of the defendants’ attor- 
ney throughuet that their business was prac- 
tically the same as that conducted by an as- 
sessment life insurance company. The Dis- 
trict-Attorney argued that the multiple bond 
feature of the scheme distinguished it from a 
legitimate insurance enterprise and brought 
it clearly within the scope of the anti-lottery 
statute. 
Guarantee Officials Jubilant. 


When court adjourned last night the mana- 
gers of bond company were jubilant. They 
filled théfelevators leading down from - the 
court-room and talked loudly of the poor case 
made out by the government and of the argu- 
ment of Attorney Milchrist. Among the 
spectators generally the same feeling pre- 
vailed. A government official who declined 
to allow the use of his name said: 

“The case has been very badly handled. 
Any newspaper man who has worked on the 
case could give evidence showing more clearly 
the lottery features of the scheme. Of course 
it is unwise to talk of a case beforehand, but, 
in my judgment, the government has failed 
to use its evidence to the best advantage.”’ 

Meanwhile the Guarantee Investment cum- 
pany continues to use the mails, sending out 
its bonds and its literature, declaring it has 
already won its fight with the Postoffice De- 
partment. Its officers are now talking of in- 
corpo-ating an insurance feature which will 
enable them to work under the cloak of the 
reputation which has been won by legitimate 
enterprises of that kind. They are constantly 
employing new agents, showing in their selec- 
tion shrewd judgment. In order to place 
their bonds among the men belonging to the 
Police Department they have hired the pri- 
vate secretary of a former Chief of Police, 
who is using his wide acquaintance in the de- 
partment to induce police officers to buy the 
bonds. 


CHARGE OF FRAUD AGAINST A FIRM. 


Statements Given Out to Creditors Said to 
Have Been False. 

Charges of fraud were made in court yes- 
terday against the members of the insolvent 
firm of Frankenthal, Freudenthal & Co. At- 
torney Jacob Newman presented a petition 
on behalf of the creditors who had com- 
menced replevin suits. They asked that the 
court permit the writs to be executed, and that 
Receiver Block turn over to them their prop- 
erty. Attorney Levy Mayer said the firm 
gave astatement to New York creditors in 
July last which showed they had $91,000 
more assets than liabilities. In October a 
statement was made by the firm that the 
liabilities exceed the assets by about $156,- 
000. This deficiency added tothe surplus re- 
ported in July showed, he said, that in about 
four months the sum of, about $250,000 nad 
disappeared in some unexplained way. He 
then read the petition which charged that at 
the time the firm purchased the goods of the 
replevin creditors its members knew that the 
firm was insolvent, and their only object was 
to secure enough property upon which Eman- 
uel Frankenthal could foreclose his mortgage 
for $110,000. After the reading of tne peti- 
tion the court decided to take the matter up 
again this morning. 


SHOW A DISCREPANCY OF $1,000,000.

_ Action Was Spontaneous. 


In support of the fourth proposition that the 
coumssltaee and their supporters were united, had 
ample force to execute their purpose, and pro- 
ceeded with deliberation and confidence to do so, 
I submit the following: : 

An essential facter in judging whether the force 
of the committee was sufficient, and their con- 
fidence in themselves well founded, is to know 
what the same men under similar conditions have 
done upon previous ocoasions. Fortunately there’ 
is no dispute as to the facts concerning two re- 
cent incidents in Hawaiian history im which the 
same parties who were brought into conflict in 
January. 1898, were arrayed against each other 
under similar circumstances: 

1. In 1887 tlee King, by a wane palsttcns of . the 
electorate and the Legislature, had encroached 
upon popular rights and obtained, autocratic 
power over the people. In this course he was 
supported by practically the same persons who 
in January lastand now censtitate the foyalist 
party in Hawaii. The epen bribery, corruption, 
and debauchery of the King and bis stpporters 
crystallized the opposition thereto’ into 
an organization of ponetnally the 
men who  organize< and now 
tute the provisional government. The organisa- 
tion was formed with the openly avowed inten- 
tion of awresting froth the King his powers or de- 
throning him. In preparation for the expected 
movement the Ki fortified the palace, loop- 
holded its basement for sharpshocters, erected a 
sandbag breastworks at the entrerce of the 
buildings, mounted cannon and Gatling guns at 
all the approaches thereto, largely incroased his 
regular military force,and defied the organiza- 
tion and public opinion. 

The leaders of the revolu‘ionary movement pro- 
ceeded deliberately to collect such arms as were 
available and ocgenines their plans. An Execu- 
tive committee of thirteen was appoluted, who 
took entire control of the movement and calied 
& mass-meeting in the same neil.teg used 
for that purpose last January. The King at- 
tem to head off the meeting 
by sending a letter to it promising 
certain reforms.» The letter had no effect. Reso- 
lations were adopted. denouncing the King and 
demanding the granting a new Constitution 
depriving the King of all personal power. ‘The 
resolutions were forthwith presented to the King 
by the committee, who unarmed and alone pro- 
ceeded direct from the meeting to the fortified 
palace, with the ultimatum that he comply with 
its demands within twenty-four hours or take the 
consequences. 


Surrender of the King. 


The King was then in absolute control of the 
regular troops, the especial troops enlisted for 
the occasion, four companies of native militia, 
the artillery and Gatling guns, the government 
buildings, the palace, the barracks, and the sta- 
tion house, with full knowledge of and weeks of 
preparation for the action taken by the 
citizens. His military strength was greater and 
his control of the age buildings more complete 
than was that of the Queen in January last. Ho 
did not fire a shot; submitted to ail demands; 
disbanded his troops, and turned the whole con- 
trol of the government over to the revolutionary 
party, who in consideration of his abject sub- 
mission allowed him to continue on the throne 
in a figurehead capacity. 

2. ln 1889, while the same men who now con- 
stitute the provisional government were in con- 
trol of the King’s government, a conspiracy was 
organized among the Royalist supporters by the 
King and Liliuokalani for the overthrow of the 
Cabinet and the restoration of the old royal 
power and Constitution. The conspirators took 
the Cabinet by 
of July took the 
goverhbment buildings and p and 
securing possession of all. the artillery, fortified 
the latter. The regular troops, by order of the 
King, refused to assist the Cabinet, who called 
upon the white militia and white citizens for as- 
sistance. The call was promptly responded to. 

he revolutionista were protected by an eight- 
foot stone wali around the palace and ased artil- 
lery as well as rifles, while the Cabinet support- 
ers were armed with rifles alone. 

The fighting opened at 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. with less than thirty Cabinet supporters in 
position in front of the palace, which number 
was later increased to about 500. The Royalist 
revolutionists opened with a furious fire of both 
artillery and small arms, Within half an hour 
they were driven from their guns, seven 
were killed and twelvo wounded,, and before 
dark all of them were dispersed or captured, 
while not one ofthe Cabinet supporters was in- 
jured. Such is the undisputed record of events 
upon two occasions when the Royalists and the 
organizations of the provisional government 
have come into armed confliet. when there has 
been no suggestion of support to either side by 
any outside power. 


Leaders Are Not Cowards. 


Under these circumstances I submit that the 
burden of proof is upon those who claim that the 
leaders of the provisional government ,are cow- 
ards, or that they are incompetent to organize or 
successfully carry outa revolution against the 
royalists in Hawaii. Itis unnecessary for me to 
here restate the details of the bitter con- 
stitutional conflice which had been carried 
on between the Queen and the Legislature dur- 
ing the seven months prior to January last. nor 
to speak of the intense indignation existing 
among all classes of citizens by reason of the 
open and successful alliance of the Queen 
with the opium and the lotterv 
rings. The political liberties of the o- 
ple had been trampled upon and their 
moral sense shocked. It simply needed the added 
provocation of the arbitrary attempt to abrogate 
the Constitution and disfranchise every white 
man in the country to spontaneously crystallize 
opposition into a force t was irresistible. 

n reply to the sneer that the persons taking 
part in the movement were “ aliens ”’ 1 would say 
that every man of them was by the laws of the 
country a legal voter, whose right to the 
franchise was by the proposed Constitution 
to abrogated; a arge proportion 
of them were born in the country and 
almost without exception those who were not 
born there hid lived there for years. owned 
property there, and had made it their home. 
They were the men who had built up 
the country commercially, agriculturally, 
financially, and politically, and created and 
made ssible a civilized government there- 
in. hey were and are such men as 
today are the leading citizens of the most pro- 
gressive communities of the United States, with 
interests as thoroughly identified witi: the inter- 
ests of Hawaii as are the interests of native and 
foreign born citizens in similar communities in 
this country identified with it.

BLAINE WAS FOR CLOSER RELATIONS, 


Ex-Secretary Tracy Says American Influence 
Must Be Predominant in Hawaii. 

New Yor, Nov. 21,—Ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Tracy today said he remembered he had 
an interview with Admiral Skerrett, but he does 
not recollect using the exact language which 
Skerrett attributes to him. Mr. Tracy said: 
‘**T undoubtedly told him there was a senti- 
ment in the United States which strongly 
favored the bringing about of closer relations 
between Hawaii and the United States.”’ 

**Was there at the time of this interview 
any information in your possession or before 
President Harrison’s Cabinet which indi- 
eated that a revolution in Hawaii was im- 
pending?” 

‘* Absolutely nothing. The revolution when 
it occurred came asa thunderclap to the ad- 
ministration. I had reason to believe, how- 
ever, that there was a strong desire on the part 
of the best elements in the islands for more 
intimate relations with this country, and 
further, that there was a reciprocal feeling 
in this country which the administration per- 
ceived and shared. I derived my impression 
on this latter point mainly from Mr. Blaine 
himself. I wishto add that 1 do not believe 
the provisional government was established 
by the aid of the troops from the United 
States steamship Boston, or that the United 
States is in any degree responsible fer the 
overthrow of the Queen, It was, and is my 
feeling, and was that of Mr. Blaine, that 
American influence must be predominant in 
Hawaii.” 


BLOUNT’S MISLEADING REPORT. 


Ex-Consul-General Severance Says the Com- 
missioner Took Anybhody’s Say. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 21.—/|Speeial.}— 
The belief prevails on this coast that Blount’s 
réport is intentionally misleading and that he 
was carefully selected to tind a pretext to jus- 
tify the President in rejecting the annexation 
treaty made by his predecessor, Harrison. H. 
W. Severance, late United States Censul-Gen. 
eral at Hawaii, who arrived in San Francisco 
by the steamer Australia last Saturday, was 
asked what he thought of the report of Com- 
missioner Blount.

BLOUNT HEARD ROYALISTS’ STORIES, 


Dr. Day Tblis How Cleveland’s Man Went 
About His Work, 


**T have read the published extracts from 
ex-Minister Blount’s official report on Hawaii- 
an affairs,’ said Dr. F. R. Day last‘night, 
“and can truthfully say it would require an 
exaggerated stretch of the imagination to 
conceive of a more biased and palpably one- 
sided statement of the situation.”’ 

Dr. Day has been a resident of Honolulu 
for the last seven years, and is. well acquaint- 
ed with every feature: of the revolution. He 
left there in August, coming to visit Chicago 
friends, having lived here previous to taking 
up hia residence on the island. He was seen 
by a reporter for Tur Tripung at the home of 
Charles D. Irwin, No. 2300 Calumet avenuye, 
and when asked to give his views opened the 
conversation as above quoted. 

** Tt seems,’’ he continued, * that Mr. Blount 
must have put a funnel in his ear and allowed 
the Royalists to fill it full, and unless there 
can be but one side to the condition of things 
down there he has made no effort to confine 
himself to the real facts in the matter. Mr. 
Blount greatly underestimates the move- 
ment in Hawaii to secure good  gov- 
ernment. He speaks about there being only 
thirty or forty armed men who ran up to the 
Government Building at the time Queen Liliu- 
okalani was dethroned to support the revolu- 
tionists. He was not there then, and made no 
attempt to investigate and‘ find out when he 
came. Had he done so he could notbhave 
failed to get plenty of convincing evidence 
that there were severait hundred men in the 
town ready to fight for the establishment of 
the provisional government. I was one of 
them, and there were plenty more like me. 
All the Americans on the island 
who understood the § movement to 
be essentially American were ready 
to stand by the new government. 
No doubt the troops from the Boaton pre- 
vented bloodshed, but their presence Was not 
at all essential tothe revolution. The same 
men that led the revolution of 1887 were at 
the head of the movement in 1893, and there 
is no reason to believe that they will be less 
successful now than then. Blount’s prejudice 
was manifest from the moment of hisarrival at 
Honolulu. He ordered the lowering of the 
American flag a few days later, but it is not 
‘generally known that he absolutely refused to 
let the sailors on the Boston salute the flag as 
it was being hauled down. e officers of the 
Boston declined to perform the act. It was 
done by a seaman. 

‘** The treatment given by Blount to promi- 
nent Americans showed only too plainiy that 
be Wasin full sympathy with the royalists. 
His investigations were not conducted with a 
view to getting at the facts, but to getting ev)- 
dence that supports one side of the question. 
He refused to receive or hear any statement 
from the leading annexationists. Kestoration

Trains on all the trunk lines were reported 
to be on time, the snow not being heav 
enough to interfere, Street car lines mana 
to keep their cars in motion, though it was 
hard on the horses, Although the storm was 
general it did not seriously interfere with tele- 

rapli wires, 

"This is the most general storm we have 
had in months,” said the weatlier nan, “ It 
was caused by the area of low pressure 1n the 
northwest moying rapidly southeastward and 
joining forces with another one of low pres- 
sure on the Gulf coast. This morning the 
storm covered the entire country between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Alleghanies and 
from the Gulf to Canada. . There has been 
heavy rain and snow over the whole area, 
mostly rain. The snow only seemed to get 
into the lake region. Iowa, and Upper Illinois. 
There is some little snow in the extreimne 
Northwest, due to the fall in temperature, 
but it did act amount to anything. The rain 
will stop tonight and the wind will shift to 


-the northwest and we shall have cold weather 


tomorrow and likely the next day. snow 
ceased in Chicago at 2 o'clock and moved 
rapidly eastward, Its effects will be felt as 
far east as the Atlantic coast. The snowfall 
in Chicago was three inches.” 

Jackson Park in thesnow-storm of yester- 
day wasa pitiable sight. The White Cit 
seemed to wear the whiter pall of death. It 
was colder in the buildings than outside, und 
the exhibiters and packers shivered as they 
worked, 

Southerly gales bearing from southwest to 
southeast on the lower lakes to easterly on 
Lake Superior and accompanied with a heavy 
fallof snow prevailed yesterday afternoon 
and last night. At Duluth the wind registered 
a velocity of twenty-five miles an hour, with 
dense show after 3 o'clock. The steamer 
Mariska left for Two Harbors before noon, 
but returned seven hours later, having been 
unable to find that port in the snow-storm. 
Eighteen boats are now overdue at Duluth, 
and it will be fortunate if all escape disaster. 
At Fort William there was a heavy fall of 
snow from the northeast, but the weather was 
moderate. Snow squalls made navigation 
dangerous on Lake Erie, and on Lake Ontario 
the largest steamers were driven into shelter 
by a southwest gale. 


YOUNG BLIZZARD IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Snow-Piows So Far Keep the Railroad 
Tracks CleareMay Be Trouble. 


Mrixxegarouis, Minn., Nov. 21.—The first 
real snow of the season has been falling here 
allday. The storm is general throughout the 
Northwest. Several points in the State re- 
port a fall of from four to six inches T>- 
night it is growing much‘ colder, and it is ex- 
pected a real Minnesota blizzard ison. The 
local signal office has received orders to hoist 
the cold wave signal and expects the tempera- 
ture to drop 15° to 20’ in the next twenty- 
four hours. The storm so far has had no se. 
rious effect upon traftic. Snow-plows have 
been brought into use on the railroads, and 
have succeeded in keeping the tracks reasona- 
bly clear. At Fargo snow commenced falling 
early this morning, and late this afternoon 
eight inches of flakes cover the ground. If 
the storm continues and the wihd gets st rong: 
er there will be trouble. 

Duuuta, Minn., Nov.. 21.—The first bliz- 
zard of ‘the. season setin this afternoon with 
a high wind and a brisk fall of driving snow, 
A decided fall of temperature is predicted 
and if present conditions prevuil there will 
be a severe storm. The steamer Grover, nine 
days overdue, has not yet arrived, and, if out, 
has met another serious gale.

WOMAN ATTACKS CASHIER KOFTTING. 


Milwaukee Bank Wrecker Roughly Hanu- 
Alled by One of His Victims. 

Mitwauxsg, Wis., Nov 21.—[Special.]—As 
John B. Koetting, the cashier who assisted in 
wrecking the South Side Savings Bank, was 
leaving Judge Wallber’s court-room on his 
way back to jail today he was attacked by 
Mrs. Thuermerler, who with several other 
women depositors ot the defunct bank were 
in court. She used an umbrella with good 
effect until two Deputy Sheriffs seized her. 
She then vented her anger by calling the 
banker all the names she could think of and 
declared if she had a revolver she would shoot 
him. Koetting took refuge in an elevator and 
the woman finally fainted. She was carried 
into Judge lLudwig’s court-room § and 
it was some time before she re- 
vived. Mrs. Thuermerler is a widow and 
keeps a millinery store on Reed street.' She 
had $5,000 in the defunct bank on which she 
is not likely to realize ahything, as after the 
preferred creditors of the bank are paid/there 
will be little left for the others. The day be- 
fore the bank failed Mrs. Thuermerler de- 
posited with Cashier Koetting $1,000 af life 
insurance which she had received after her 
husband's death. When the case of Koetting, 
charged with embezzlement, was called today 
Koetting’s attorney filed an affidavit of preju- 
dice. Judge Walber announced that he would 
callinanother Judge at the request of Dis- 
trict-Attorney Hammell. Judge Walber ap- 
pointed ex-Congressman La Follette of Madi- 
son to assist in the prosecution of the cases 


‘against Koetting and other Milwaukee bank- 


ers. 

The Rev. William Corkery, pastor of the 
Immanuel Baptist Church. has been exonerat- 
ed by the council of the Baptist Church) from 
the charges made against him by some mem- 
bers.of his congregation.

Worth a Half Million Dollars but to ‘Go to 
the Penitentiary for Fraud. | 

Kansas Ciry, Mo., Novy. 21.—[Specjal.]— 
Dr. Francis Flanders, who is worth $500,000, 
was taken to the penitentiary tonight tq rerve 
his sentence of three years for defrguding 
Ludwig Goetz of a piece of property; The 
State Supreme Court this, morning affirmed 
the verdict of the jury which convicted 
Flanders in the Kansas City Criminal Court. 


1 Goetz and his wife can neither read nor write 


English. Dr. Flanders made many efforts to 
buy their property, but they disliked him and 
always refused to sell. About April 1, 1890, 
Henry Sleek,a jeweler who was jointly in- 
dicted with. Flanders, and who ig now 
a fugitive from justice, visited| the 
couple and represented himself to 
be a real estate broker. There was a  mort- 
gage for $2,600 on the Goetz praperty. 
Sleek offered to secure a long time loan frem 
an Eastern capitalist and take up the | mort- 
gage. A general warranty deed was present- 
ed to them and represented to be a déed of 
trust to secure this loan. It reaily conveyed 
the property to Flanders and they signed it. 
Flanders accepted the deed and when in- 
formed of the fraud refused to reconvey, and 
also refused to pay off the mortgages; The 
deed was set aside after the trial in the Cir- 
cuit Court. fae 

Mrs. Fannie Reid*Siusser, County Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction in Kansas City, 
Kas., began divorce proceedings in the Dis- 
trict'Court yesterday for separation fram her 
husband, Silas Slusser. She alleges Mr. 
Slusser has almost wholly neglected tp pro- 
vide for her support. Mrs. Slusser was 
elected County Superintendent by a gopd ma- 
jority a year ago. e ran on the Republican 
ticket. She is the first woman Superiptend- 
ent the county ever had, She is a promi- 
nent educational temperance, and equal suf- 
frage worker. 

John Mood, alias James Russell, the leader 
of the noted gang of postal letter-box thieves, 
who have operated in nearly every large city 
in the country. was convicted today jin the 
United States District Court on eignt jcounts 
of an indictment charging him with stealing 
letters and raising bank checks. Mopd pos- 
sessed keys to the letter-boxes and stole hun- 
dreds of letters. When letters were fouad to 
contain checks Mood would raise Shem and 
then cash them at the bank on whitch they 
were drawn. Charles Webster, a New York 
crook, turned State’s evidence on Mood, and 
it was on his evidence that conviction was 
secured. . Judge Vhillips deferred sentence. 


BANK EXAMINER A GOOD WITNESS, 


Mr. Jameson Gives Strong Evidence in the 
Indianapolis Bank Investigation.

Four Trainmen Injured at Tipton, Mo., and 
Two Will Probably Die.

OLD RAILROAD CASE SETTLED, 


Receiver’s Claims Cut by the Court at 


Des Moines, Ia. 


Des Mores, Ia., Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
Judge Woolson of the United States District 
Court has decided the receivership case of 
the Des Moines and Kansas City railway. 
The road went into the hands of E, R. Mason 
as receiver in April, 1885, upon the applica- 
tion of Wilson & Co., the mechanic’s lien hold- 
ers. During the time he was recejver, or 
until January, when. the Des Moines and 
Kansas City seas: Yo os was organized 
by J. C. Newton in 1888, he dis- 
bursed $811,056. The present case was 
commenced by W. F. Putnam and others, 
trustees of the first mortgage bondholders, 
who filed a cross bill in which they take ex- 
ception to the vouchers in the receiver's ac- 
counts amounting to $60,000. These, excep- 
tions were to the amount paid for steel rails, 
attorney fees, and the compensation of the 
receiver. The Judge, in his opinion, which i 
long and voluminous, disallows $3,399 in ad- 
dition to the claims already in. This amount, 
which is stricken from the bills, is for attor- 
ney fees, clerk hire, etc. Onthe other hand 
the Judge allowed additional compensation 
to the receiver gmounting to $2,750 and 
$600 additional receiver’s counsel fees. The 
court taxed the heavy costs of the suit 
against the plaintiff and these are to come 
out of the property. ‘ .

Will Give a Large Tract and $50,000 for 
the Permanent Location.

The Sangamon County Board of Supervisors 
held a special meeting.today to take action to- 
wards securing the permanent location of the 
State fair at Springfield. By a unanimous 
vote the board adopted a resolution providing 
for the conveyance to the State Board of Ag- 
riculture. if the fair is located at Springfield. 
of the present fair grounds and the additional 
ground recently purchased by the county, 
making in all a tract of 1584 acres, and also 
making an appropriation of $50,000, to be 
expended under the direction of the State 
Board in the erection of buildings and in 
making other necessary improvements for 
State fair purposes. 


Chicago Men to Take the Plant. 


VALPARAISO, Ind., Nov. 21.—{Special.}—About 
two months agothe Vienna erlamel and stamp- 
ing works at Porter, this county, were placed in 
the hands of a receiver, throwing 300 hands out 
of employment. Today Receiver Eckels sold the 
pliant, machinery, and finished stock to Gustave 
Wilkie of Chicago for $38,000. Mr. Wilkie was 
Vice-President and one of the heaviest stock- 
holders and bought it in for a new company just 
organized, made up of Chicago and Cincinnati 
capitalists who were stockholders in the old 
company. It is proposed to start up Jan. 1 with 
100 men. Other bidders were present from Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, and Baltimore. 


No Money for the New Water- Works. 

WABASH, Ind., Nov. 21.—[Special.]}—The Town 
of North Manchester, this county, which under- 
took the construction of a system of water-works 
last spring, is unable to sell the $30,000 of bonds 
issued forthe work. Afirm of Toledo brokers 
agreed to take the entire. issue, but during the 
summer announced that the tightness of the 
money market would prevent them from carry- 
ing out their contract. A few days ago they inti- 
mated that they could place $13,000 of the bonds, 
but the trustees could not get an offer on this 
amount from them.

The plant, valued at $200,000, is complete, but 
owing to the panic has been operated but slight- 
ly. The liabilities aggregate $75,000, of which 
the Nile Tool company of Chicago has $22,000 
and J. L. Brown of Montreal $36,000. An effort 
will be made to run the works.

Applicants should be at least 18 years old and 
have a fair common school education.

THE REV. J. G. STEWART ON TRIAL 
FOR HIS PEOULIAR FAITE 


A Special Commission Is Considering His 
Appeal to Suspension from the Ministry 
by *the Monmouth Presbytery — The 
Charges Against Him in DetaileKeeps 
Up His Practices, It Is Said, for Sympa- 
thy—Work of Odd-Fellows at Spring- 
field and Indianapolis. 


Monmovutn, Hl., Nov. 21.—[{Special.]—A 
commission of fifteen members, appointed by 
the Synod of Illinvis of the United Presby- 
terian Church, is in session here considering 
the appeal case of the Rev. John G. Stewart, 
who was suspended from the ministry by the 
Monmouth Presbytery ata special meeting 
here Oct. 11. 

Mr. Stewart has been a minister of the 
United Presbyterian Church for nearly ten 
years. He was born at Vienna, Rush County, 
Ind., July 31, 1851. He was educated at the 
Indiana State University at Bloommgton, 
graduating from the law department. After

practicing in the legal profession for six 
years he entered the Xenia, O., Theological 
Seminary to prepare himgelf for the minis- 
try. April 27, 1884, he was ordained by the 
Chicago Presbytery and installed as pastor of 
the congregation of Rock Run, Stephenson 
County, IN. He remained in that charge un- 
til 1887, when he went to Gordon, Neb., as 
stuted supply for one year. He spent a short 
time in charge of a mission in Omaha. Since 
then he has had no regular pastoral charge, 
but has devoted himself to evangelistic work. 

In this work he met with marked success. 
Lately’ he has taken up the ductrine of * di- 
vine healing” and advocated it whenever the 
opportunity presented itself. Out of this

REPORT OF BANK’S AFFAIRS FALSE. 


The Trial of Ex-Cashier Nelson Bradley Is 
Begun at Lansing, Mich. 

Lansina, Mich., Nov. 21.—[Special,]—The 
examination of ex-Cashier Nelson Bradley on 
a charge of making a false report of the con- 
dition of the defunct Central Michigan Sav- 
ings Bank to Banking Commissioner Sher- 
wood in April last was commenced before 
Justice Dolan this afternoon.

There is a good deal of fauit-finding by the brokers 
over the method of the West Chicago street railroad 
offictals in allotti the new issue of stock. The 
brokers complain that ny | cannot get the new stock 
now upon paying for itin full,as has been the case 
before, but that the company will retain the new 
-stock until Dec. 14. The receipts thatare given are 
not negotiable, and the brokers object to the refusal 
to deliver the stock. Some of them declare that it is 
an effort to embarrass and squeeze people who may 
have sold the stock in advance, and to keep the new 
issue off the market till the close of the Octo- 
ber account. It would seem as if no serious 
troubie could resujt from that, however, for 
if any actual holder of the stock had sold his new 
allotment in advance, and {s unableto get it before 
Dec. 14, he can deliver a part of his present holding 
pending the delivery of the newstock to him. There 
would appear to be more ground for objection to the 
company’s refusal to split up the scrip for fractional 
shares so asto facilitate the consolidation of frac- 
tional amounts. The fact that the receipts which are 
being given for the new stock are non-negotiable 
also has in it some ground for objection. It seems 
likely that there will be a good many complications 
arising out ofa great number of fractional rights 
that result from the 9 percent allotment. The only 
explanation at the office is that the business is being 
carried out according to Mr. Yerkes’ instructions. 

People who have watched the money market and 
the heavy accumulation of money at the few large 
centers may not fully realize that the condition 
through the country does not at all correspond to 
the plethoric situation in which the city banks find 
themselves. The figures have now been consoli- 
dated, showing the condition of national banks in 
each State at the time of the Controller’s last 
call. These figures show that in a Iarge 
number of States the individual deposits 
considerably less than they were during 
panic or at the date of the.last previons state- 
ment, July 12. There isa striking falling off of de- 

osits in the Southern States, in Indiana, Kansas,

Col. L. J. Rusk of Chippewa Falls, 
who has been constantly with hiin since his 
iliness began, went to Chippewa Falls last 
night toattend to some pressing business 
which would require his presehce for one 
day. He was induced to do this by the cheer- 
ing reports the physicians gave of the Gener- 
al’s condition. Indeed, the improvement had 

n so marked that the General himseif, 
who had been despondent ever since he had 
taken to his bed, had for the first time ex- 
pressed to his family and his friends confi- 
dence in his recovery.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE FUNERAL. 


Ex-President Harrison and Members of 
His Cabinet to Attend. 
Mriwavukesz, Wis., Nov, 21.-—[Special.]— 
The news of the death of ex-Gov, Rusk was 
received with surprise in this city, as the re- 
ports of his condition in the morning papers 
were more encouraging than at any time dur- 
ing his illness. Among all classes of citizens 
* Uncle Jerry ’’ was very much respected and 
there was a general feeling of sorrow over his 
death, As soon as the time of the funeral had 
been fixed for Friday Henry C. Payne sent 
telegrams to ex-President Harrison and the 
associates of Secretary Rusk in Harrison’s 
Cabinet notifying them of the arrange- 
ments and inviting them to be present. 
Replies were received from ex-President Har- 
rison, ex-Attorney-General Miller, and ex- 
Secretary Noble btating they would attend. A 
telegram from ex-Postmuster-General Wana- 
maker stated that he regretted his inability to 
be present on account of sickness, No re- 
plies had been received from the other Cabi- 
net members up toa late hour this evening. 
An invitation was sent to Gov. McKinley of 
Ohio, but no reply has been received as yet. 
Ex-President Sassteckt and other distin- 
guished men who are to attend he funeral 
will arrive here Thursday prea, A special 
train leaving here at 7 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing will take them to Viroqua. A delegation 
of the Wisconsin Consistory, Scottish Rite 
Masons, now in session here; a delegation of 
the Loyal League and Grand Army, and a 
large number of prominent citizens will also 
go trom here by the special train. At Port- 
age the funeral party will be joined by 
State officers and others from Madison. The 
interment will be in the little churchyard at 
Viroqua. 
Stars and Stripes hang at half mast above the 
State Capitol and the, building is heavily 
draped throughout with émbiemsof mourning 
in honor of the dead ex-Governor, Jeremiah 
M. Rusk of Viroqua. The General’s favorite 
oil portrait of himself hangs in the principal 
corridor heavily draped. General grief is ex- 
pressed throughout this city, where Gen. Rusk 
was greatly beloved. Every one, _ir- 
respective of party has a o- 
word for ‘* Uncle Jerry.” Gov. eck 
immediately gave out notice that there would 
be a meeting of State officers and prominent 
men in the afternoon, At 2:30 o’clock the 
meeting was called to orderin the executive 
chamber, ex-United States Railroad Commis- 
sioner H. A. Taylor presiding.

STRONG LEADER IN WASHINGTON, 


Uncle Jerry Rusk’s Career at the Capital 
Extends Over Twenty Years, 

Wasninoeton, D. C., Noy. 21.—[Special.]— 

** Jerry ” Rusk had been known in Washing- 
ton for twenty yeurs as one of the strong 
types of Western men, When he was in Con- 
gress his individuality was recognized by che 
leaders of his party. He was a geeat favorite. 
He made a reputation for common sense 
which gave him a murked influence in the 
House. He enjoyed the friendship of all the 
public nen of his day, Gen. Garfield ad- 
mired him and Roscoe Conkling, who 
had known him in Congress, believed that 
Unele Jerry had first-rate Presidential timber 
in bim, and used to make the suggestion that 
he was liable to becomne a candidate. Other 
peopie thought so too, but they realized that 
it would depend entirely upon circumstances. 
After President Harrison’s election there 
was a strong tmovement to place Gen. Rusk 
in his Cabinet. The Department of ricult- 
ure was created during the closing days of 
Me. Cleveland's administration. Mr, Colman, 
who was the Commissioner, had the privilege 
of serving as Secretary of Agricuiture for 
eight days, but nobody really thougnt of him 
asa Cabinet officer. Gen. Harrison selected 
Gov. Rusk for that place. Some Wisconsin 
frivnds thought it was not much of a depart- 
ment. They told Uncie Jerry so. “Never 
ou mind,” was his reply, **more people will 
ec about the first retary of Agricuiture 
than they will about the thirty-first Secretary 
* And he was right.

Rusk was a great admirer of President 

n, and it wasa source of much pride 
to him to bea member of the Cabinet. He 
fully shared President Harrison’s vigorous 
Americaniem, and his own personality was 
not wanting in the administration of public 
affairs from 1889 to 1893. 

The Secretary lived on Massachusetts avenue 
in the house which Robert Lincoln occupied 
while Secretary of War. His hospitality was 
a inarked feature of his home life and he him- 
self found great enjoyment in the pleasant 
household with which he wassurrounded. Dur- 
ing all his official career he lost none of his 
straightforward character. He was one of the 
most popular men that ever held official posi- 
tion. He was unswervingly loyal to his friends. 
At various times suggestigns were made 
that he could be nominated at the 
Minneapolis convention, but he would never 
entertain them. His relations with Gen. Har- 
rison ,were such that he did not think his 
friends had any rieht to suggest him asa 
candidate. The defeat in 1892 he accepted 
philosophically, and when he left Washington 
to return to his farm in Wisconsin he de- 
clared his satisfaction at being iu private life 
once more. 


Swings a Scythe on the>Lawn. 


Surrounding the Agricultural Building is a 
spacious lawn and it was not an unusual sight 
to see Secretary Rusk out among the laborers 
swinging a scythe with the best of them. He 
enjoyed the novelty as well as the exercise, 
and everybody in his department liked him for 
his kindly manner, One of the pleasantest 
incidents of his career as a public official here 
occurred during a visit of the Gridiron and 
Clover clubs to Nacirema, in Maryland, the 
country seat of Gen. Felix Agnus of the Bal- 
timoere American. Besides the members 
of the two organizations mentioned a number 
of Cabinet officers had been invited to partake 
of the good cheer at Nacirema, Secretaries 
Blaine, Noble, and Rusk being among the dis- 
tinguished guests. On the way up from the 
station to the residence of Gen. Agnus sorne of 
the members of the party, including the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, boardel a hay wago 
drawn by four horses. There was difficult 
about making the animals go, but it was 

uickly solved by Secretary Rusk, who 
jumped out of the wagon and was soon astride 
the saddle horre of the team and guiding 
them with numerous “gees’’ and “ whoa 
haws’”’ toward the house where he was to be a 
guest. Upon the porch, as the team came in 
sight, sat Secretaries Biaine and Noble, 
and some doubts were manifested whether 
Secretary Rusk could guide the horses and 
the hay wagon through a pretty narrow gate- 
way. This task he accomplished with ali the 
ease of an expert, and he rounded up the joy- 
ous party in front of the portico in such a 
skiliful manner as to evoke the admiration 
not only of the guests but of a band of farm- 
ers congregated in honor of the occasion. 


Gov. Rusk’s Career. 


Jeremiah McCiain Rusk was born in Mor- 
gan County, O., in 1830.. He spent the 
earlier years of his youthonafarm. At the 
age of 15 he was a driver of the stage between 
Zanesville and Newark. in 1852 he 

Wisconsin and settied on 

where he has since re- 

sided. His first official position was 
that of Sheriff, and in 1861 he was elected to 
the State Legislature. In 1862 he entered 
the-army. He had been efficient in securnng 
the enlistment of troops, and as a consequence 
he was elected Major of the Twenty-tifth Wis- 
consin Regiment in July of*that year. He 
saw service during the Indian outbreak in 
Minnesota, and served during the siege and 
capture of Vicksburg. and then went to Hele- 
na, where he was promoted toa Lieutenant 
Colonelcy. He was with Sherman during the 
Atlanta campaign and on the march to the sea, 
being brevetted Brigadier-General for gallant- 
ry at the battle of Salkehatchie.- Irn 1865 he 
was elected to the office of Bank Controiler, 
and held the office until it was abolished by 
an amendment to the Constitution. He was 
elected to Congress in 1870, 1872, and 1874. 
At the close of his last term he retired to his 
farm until 1880, when he was elected Gov- 
ernor of the State, which office he held for 
three terms, a distinction never accorded to 
any citizen of the State with the exception of 
Gen. Lucius Fairchild. When Gen. Harrison 
became President in 1889 he called Gov, 
Rusk into his Cabinet as Secretary of Agri- 
culture, He waa tendered by President Gar- 
field the mission to Paraguay and Uruguay, 
the mission to Denmark, and the Chief of the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving, al! of 
which wete declined; When he was offered 
the Uruguay-Paraguay mission, he spurned it, 
saying, *‘ Wherein —— is Paraguay? I will 
go home and run for Governor of Wisconsin.”’ 

Few perhaps thought when he made this 
remark that S could get the nomination, but 
he did get it three times. His action during 
the Miiwaukee labor riots of 1886 in order- 


.ing the militia to fire on the mob, which was 


done with fatal effect. increased Gov. Rusk’s 
popularity in the State and was largely instru- 
mental in his nomination and election for a 
third term as Governor. 

Gen. Rusk was a man of powerful physique, 
being 6 feet 3 inches tall and heavily built. 
In his ear'ier years he was a stage driver. 

Gov. Rusk was twice married. His second 
wife, Elizabeth M., fair, motherly, and wuom- 
anly, was born in Norway. By his first wife 
he had two children, who were given 
the. gterling names Charity and Lycur- 

. Both of them have been married. Mr. 

k Jr. is now a widower, his wife having 
died a few years ago. The children of Gov. 
Rusk’s second marriage are Mary and 
Blaine, a young lad of 12, who was 
named after his father’s life-long friend, 
James G. Blaine. Miss Mary Rusk is 
a young woman of about 22, and hasa 
reputation for brilliancy at sp gy as wellas 
for beauty. She is quite dark, gracefully 
formed, and with flashing eyes that ate not 
soon forgotten, Mrs. Rusk spent six years in 
Washington when her husband was in Con- 
gress. 


PIONEER RAILROAD BUILDER DEAD. 


James Hamilton Passes Away After Five 
Weeks’ Illness. 


James Hamilton. a resident of Chicago since 
1847, who had been identified with the early 
building of many of the railrvads leading out of 
Chicago, died Sunday night at bis residence, No. 
134 Locust street. His death was the result of 
poralyete and diabetes and he had been seriously 

i for five weeks previous to his death. ._Hecame 
to Chicago when only 23 years old and began 
work as a civil engineer in the surveying of rail- 
road lines. Aimost the first railroad work done 
in the West was on the lines he had surveyed 
through the country, which was at that time 
thinly settied and where game abounded. He 
was born in Manchester, England, and early in 
life began the studies lead to a career as civil 
engineer, taking 4 course in Trinity College, Dub- 

in. He came to the United States when only 17 
years old and followed his arrival with a second 
course in civil engineering in New York City. 

Gen. Daniel Sickles was interested in railroads 
in the Westin early days, and he was instru- 
mental in having the young man come to Chica- 

o. Afterwards he was engaged with Tom Dob- 
Sin for surveying and ag apering the construc- 
tion of various. roads. ben he had started out 
in surveying for himself he was made assistant 
chief engineer on the Northwestern railroad un- 
der Thomas BR, Blackstone, now President of the 
Chicago and Alton rai.road. He was associated 
with Roswell B. Mason in the building of the ll 
linois * Central rai.road when the first of 
the line was built from Champaign to Chicago. 
Mr. Hamilton was connected with the Detroit 
and Maumee railroad and in 1850 he went to 
Panama and took charge of the building of the 
Panama raiiroad from Aspinwa | to Cuagrees, 
The construction of this road was difficult, as the 
few precedents for building rui.roads did not 
suply mn that country. The work was done sat- 
isfactorily and with considerabie profit to him- 
self. During late years he had been engaged in 
surveying and getting rightof way for various 
roads, including the Uhicago and Pacific and the 
Evanston and Lake Superior line. He made his 
home in Chicago since his first arrival in 1847, 
and he was the friend and intimate of many of 
Chicago's early settlers. He leaves a family of 
six children, two sons and four daughters.

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CARLISLE ON MONEY. 


THE SEORETARY SPEAKS AT THE 
CHAMBER OF COMMEROE 


——————— 


Notable Gathering of Men Prominent in 
State and National Affairs at a Banquet 
at Delmonico’s*= Monetary Standards 
Discussed and Need of Gold Enforced= 
Other: Addresses Made—Suit Brought 
Against “Lippincott’s Magazine” for 
Alleged Infringement of Copyright.’ 

New York, Nov. 21.~—[Special,]—The at- 
tention of every person interested in the 
financial welfare of the Country was centered 
tonight in the 125th annual banquet of the 

Chamber of Commerce of New York for the 

reason that John G. Carlisle, the Secretary of 

the Treasury, was there ag the chief guest of 
honor and principal speaker. The banquet 
was held at Delmonico’s. Secretary 


Carlisle was courted, complimented, and 


treated to almost unbounded expressions of 
esteem by the business-men and financiers of 
this city, but the plaudits of Wall street and 
the acclaim of his admirers failed to draw 
from him much about legislation and exe- 
cutive measures which are expected to come 
up during the next few months. The business- 
men of this city were anxious to hear that 
which the Treasury representative of the ad- 
ministration was apparently anxious to with- 
hold. : 

Had all the noted men been present who 
were expected until the eleventh hour the oc- 
casion would have been even more memor- 
able. Senator Hill accepted an invitation to 
attend and a place was reserved for him atthe 
head of the table. He declined at the last mo- 
ment, 

Men of every profession gathered in the 
assembly rooms and rubbed intellects before 
taking seats at the flowér-decked tables, 
President of the Chaniber Charles S. Smith 
presided. Secretary Carlisle sat at his left. 
At his right was Congressman Outhwaite, 
Others at the guests’ table were:

Speech making Follows Dining. 

There were five tables praning north and 
south. They were presided over by the mem- 
bers ot the Dinner committee as “follows 
Gen. Horace Porter, J. Hiward Simmons, 
Henry W. Cannon, George Rutledge Gibson, 
and Lowell Lincoln. It was just 7 o'clock 
when the dinner began. It lasted a little over 
two hours, and speechmaking was then in 
order. The President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, Charles S. Smith, introduced Mr. 
Carlisle in these words: 

The question of silver repeal, so recently de- 
cided by COngross, was the most important 
which had chaiteuged the attention of the coun- 
try since the close of the Civil War. Weare 
giad to welcome to our board the Secretary of 
the Treasury, who through the long contest in 
the Se..ate threw his great influence in favor of a 
just decision. Mr. Cariisie will respond to the 
following: ‘ Commerce demands and the honor 
of the.country requires that the obligations of 
the United States shall be paid in coin current 
ues- 
tion shail be settled for all time and beyond all 
controversy.” 

Secretary Carlisle’s Address, 

To this Mr. Carlisie responded as follows: 

The country has recently heard a great deal 


- about bimetallism and a double standard, and it 


is possible these subjects will continue to be dis- 
cussed to some extent in future. For my 
part, | have never been able to understand what 
is meant by a double standard, or doubie 
measure of value, and I have neyer found any 
one who could teil me. To my mind it seéms as 
absurd to contend that there shoud be two 
different standards or measures of value as 
it would be to insist upon having two yard- 
sticks of different lengths or two gallons 
of different dimensions. lf there were 
two standards or measures not equal in 
value, it is evident that one of them must be a 
false measure; and if they were of equal value it 
is evident that, no matter what the law might 
declare. there would bein fa¢t but one measure, 
although composed of two different kinds 
of metal. If, for silver 
and d 
recisely, the same value 

so kept at all times, there would be, in fact, 
but one standard, one unit for the measurement 
of values, Whatever that actual standard may 


be as established by the laws of trade and finance, 
whether it be so many graing of fine gold or so 
many grains of fine silver, itis the duty of the 


government to conform to it in the payment of 
its obligations and in ali its dealings with the 


peopie. 
lt does not follow from anything I have said 
that nothing shall circulate or be recognized as 
money or currency except gold or paper issued 
against gold, oor that ihe rives of commodities 
ought to be or will be fixed upon the hypothesis 
that ss is the only money in the world; 

t does follow that no art of 
our currency, whether it be silver or 
paper, should be permitted to depreciate below 
the established and recognized standard. Any 


financial policy which would eacourage or perm it 


such depreciation, or create a reasonable appre- 
hension of such depreciation, would unsettle val- 
ues, paralyze business, arrest the growth and 
expansion of our industries, and ultimateiy 
bring almost universal bankruptcy and ruin upon 
the country. It must be remembered, how 

ever that it is the function and duty of the legis- 
lative department to establish the policy of the 
government upon this and ail other subjects and 
to clothe the executive with the necessary author- 
ity and means to carry itout. When the authority 
and means are granted the executive department 
is responsible for the manner in which the law is 
executed, but beyond this it has no power to act 
and consequently no duty to perform. 


Silver to Retain a Place, 


This does not imply that silver isto have no 
place in our monetary system. What is to be the 
uitimate fate of that metal is one of the problems 
which time and events alone can solve; but for 
many years, notwithstanding ail our legislation 
in its support, the fluctuations in its 
value have been so rapid and 
as to demonstrate the fact 
cannot be safeiy coined without limitations into 
money of final redemption at existing ratio 
or at any other ratio that might be established. 
It is not possibile, under ‘existing circumstances, 
for any one government to establish and main- 
tain a stable relation between the two metals, 
and for this reason alone, if there were no others, 
we are bound to place some reasonable limita- 
tions upon the coinage and use of silver. How 
much of it can be safely coined and upon what 
conditions it can be safely used are questions 
upon which there will be wide differences of 
opinion, but after all that can be said on both 
sides they will be finaliy determined by circum- 
stances which cannot now foreseen, and by the 
natural increase of our population and the nat- 
ural growth of our industries and trade. 

Being the greatest silver producing country in 
the world, and having on hand a large amount 
of silver coin and bullion, the United States can- 
not be otherwise than deeply interested in every 
measure designed to enhance its value and in- 
crease its use as money upon & safe and sound 
basis, but we cannot alone maintain its unlimit- 
ed coinage as full legal tender in oppositiof#i to 
the policies of the other gréat nations of: the 
earth; and the country is to be congratulated 
upon the fact that we bave at last piaced our- 
seives in a position which enables us to preserve 
our own monetary system intact and exercise a 

otent influence in any movement that may be 

ereafter made for the permahent adjustment of 
this very important and difficult question. 

lt is a great mistake to suppose the 4 
porters of our recent legislation upon this su 
ject were animated by any feeling of hostility to 
the continued use of silver as money to the 
largest possible extent consistent with the stabil- 
5 of our ‘currency and. the preservation 
Oo the public faith. The wisest and 
sufest itrienus of that metal are those who 
have had the sagacity to foresee the inevitabie 
effect of its continuous accumuiation in the form 
of baliion in the vaults of the Treasury, and the 
courage to remove from the statute book an ex- 
perimental law which from time of its enact- 
ment was a constant menace to the welfare of the 
whole country.

To Settle with Cordage Creditors, 


The plan for the reorganization of the Na- 
tional Cordage company agreed upon by 
George C. Magoun, Ernst Thalmann, and 
Gustav H. Gesslar Was promulgated to 
the security-holders and creditors this 
evening.

These 
liquidation certificates will entitle the holder 
to his pro rata share of the proceeds 
of these assets to an amount not 
exceeding 10 per cent and _ interest. 
These pledged accounts receivable and other 
personal assets are classified by the com mit- 
tee as follows: *“* Siow, but considered good, 
$1,111,762; slow and doubtful of the face 
value of $1,851,076, but probably good for 
$600,000. Total, $1.711,762."" The com- 
mittee intends to proceed with reorganiza- 
tion about Dec. 1, 1893, by the organization 
of a new company to carry on the business of 
the National Cordage company and to be 
known as the United States Cordage compang.

"THE CITY FINANCES. 

The explanations made at the meeting of 
the Council night before last regarding the 
condition of the city finances do not alter the 
fact that the city will have on its hands at the 
end of the present year an indebtedness cf 
over a million dollars which will have to be. 
paid, or ought to be paid, out of the revenues 
of 1894, Those explanations, however, do 
show plainly some of the peculiar methods of 
carrying on business at the City ‘Hall. During 
the seven years—1887-1893—the approrria- 
tions for the payment of judgments against 
the city have amounted to $1,175,000 and 
the payments to only $585,000, leaving due 
and unpaid at this time $590,000. The 
money which should have been used to pay 
them was * borrowed” to cover shortages in 
appropriations for other purposes. This was 
a violation of the spirit if not of the letter of 
the law, 

Since these judgments draw 6 per cent in- 
terest the holders have not pressed their claims 
as unsecured creditors have done. The hold- 
ers have been satisfied to look on them as a 
good investment. Most of these judgments 
are for viaduct damages, and none of them of 
recent date. The Supreme Court, taking a 
more intelligent view of the facta, has been 
holding of late that viaducts benefit property 
instead of injuring it. The city has in all 
these cases which were decided against it a 
counter-claim against the railroads over: 
whose tracks the viaducts were constructed. 
For some inscrutable reason successive law 
officers have failed to press those claims and 
to recover from the railroads the money rep- 
resented by these juggments. Frequent ef- 
forts have been made to get Mayors and Cor- 
poration Counsels to act, but in vain, In the 
meanwhile interest has been running on this 
growing indebtedness, 

The city ought to begin and press suits 
against the railroads to recover what is due 
from them, and a stop should also be put to 
this practice of using money appropriated for 
one purpose for a different one. There should 
also be a change in the bookkeeping methods 
of the city, whica are antiquated, clumsy, and 
incomprehensible. They have not been 
changed during the last half century. They 
answer no-purpose except to enable the au- 
thorities to nake statements about the condi- 
tion of the finances, which no one is able to 
unravel, and which may show a surplus and 
hide a deficit. 

Ald. Madden states tun at theclose of the 
year $350,000 will remain unexpended in three 
departments—the Police, Fire, and City En- 
gineer’s. If so the unpaid indebtedness of 
the year will be that much less than has been 
feared. But owing to the peculiar method 
of keeping books at the City Hall it is impos- 
sible to tell whether the statement will tura 
out to be correct or not. It may appear, for 
instance, at a later day that;while the amount 
expended'for police purposes this year is less 
than the amount appropriated, yet a por- 
tion of the appropriation went to pay pre- 
vious deficiences. 

It was stated alsoat the Council meeting 
that t‘:ere would be an accumulation of $150,- 
000 in the Special Assessment Department 
after allexpenses for the year were paid. 
This sum is not an asset, however. That 
money does not belong to the city, but to 
those who paid special assessments, and 
should be rebated tothem. To use it to pay 
city debts would be dishonest. 

The fact remains, therefore, that the city 
will have a considerable floating debt to meet 
at the beginning of the year—a debt which 
ought to be paid off promptly. Hence there 
should be put in the Mayor’s chair a man 
who will see that this is done, a man who is 
familiar with city affairs, and who can tell 
whether the departments are being run eco- 
nomically or not. This is no time to choosea 
Mayor on sentimental grounds. The city 
needs a man ef experience and Sepeeneee. 
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THE LEHIGH VALLEY STRIKE. 


a deplorable one, It is all, the more so as the 
strike appears not to be on a question of 
wages, but simply because the officials of the 
line refused to be bound by certain rules 
formulated by the workers. Whether or not 
those rules were reasonable or the officials 
backed down from an agreement, as is al- 
leged, the action of the strikers must be re- 
garded’ as unwise. Deliberately they have 
abandoned situations which they _were filling 
to the satisfaction of their employers and 
doing work for which they received fair pay. 
In taking this step they have put in jeopardy 
the welfare of themselves and families, obliged 
many thousands of other workers to become 
idle, and probably furnished the coal men 
with an excuse for putting up the price of 
fuel to each of the millions of consumers 
who usé@ anthracite coal to keep them warm 
during the winter. These consumers include 
the poor as well as the rich, employed as well 
as employers. All must suffer because of a 
little difference of opinion in regard to mat- 
ters of detail, which seem to cover questions 
that an outsider would think ought to be left 
to the employing parties—namely: the order 
in which work shall be given to workers who 
are waiting for it. 

The strikers are unwise for thetfiselves. T hey 
have chosen the worst possible time for a 
strike, the one in which they have the small- 
est chance of success in the struggle. Busi- 
ness is dull all over the United States, and 
many thousands of men who wish to work are 
unable to obtain employment for the time be- 
ing. Undoubtedly some of these are members 
of trades unions, and would consider it a dis- 
grace to accept a situation that had been va- 
cated by a striker, no matter how little cause 
he may have had for throwing up his place. 
But these are far from constituting a major- 
ity of those who want work and would be 
glad to obtain it at the wages which the strik- 
ers on the Lehigh Valley line refused to ac- 
' cept unless they also can have the dictation 
of terms as to the order in which they shall 
work. There would be no difficulty in obtain- 
ing a full force of employés in a few hours, 
but for fears of attack by the strikers, and 
probably that will not deter workers from 
coming forward within a-day or twoto com. 
plete the force; leaving the foolish ones to 
seek employment elsewhere after becoming 
convinced that there is no chance of return- 
ing to the situations they vacated on strike. 

The most shameful feature of the ordinary 
strike is the deliberate willigness shown to 
injure other workers. The men who go on a 
strike may have made the strongest pro- 
fessions of brotherly affection for all other 
Yoilers, but they are not regarded as entitled 
to considerution when the time comes to 
“walk out.” It matters not how many other

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The Lehigh strike is but a i laonte of scores of 
other struggles that might be named in which 
the strikers have taken-the position of worst 
enemies to other toilers, It-matters not that 
the latter are members Gf a trade union. 
That does not give them any nghts which the 
strikers are bound to respect. The men who 
dig coal and handle it at the mines which sup- 
ply the Lehigh road are being laid off because 
the product cannot be transported to con- 
sumers. The men on the Lackawanna and 
Central of New Jersey lines are to be called 
out next, not that they have any griev- 
ances to complain of, but because that is ex- 
pected to help the Lehigh strikers. They 
nrust throw up wages and ‘situations be- 
cause it is ‘desired by the rest; and the 
other millions of toilers who may have to pay 
25 or 50%ents per ton more forall the fuel 
consumed by themselves and families this 
winter, they have no voicein the matter. 
Their wishes and rights are not consulted, 
Noither is there any reference to the rights of 
merchants and others who want transporta- 
tion service on the lines that are tied up. The 
United States mail cars graciously are al- 
lowed to move, as the strikers do not dare to 
bring down on theirown heads prosecution 
by the General Government, but neither the 
State nor the individual citizen is thought 
worthy to be consulted, nor.is it regarded as 
a wrong to subject the citizen to all sorta of 
inconvenience and expense in order that the 
strikers may carry the day. It should be 
about time to call a halt in this kind of busi- 
ness and let all who wish to strike know that 
they cannot seriously interfere with the rights 
and conveniences of the great public without 
paying an Lata at penalty. 
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DEATH OF 4 UNCLE JERRY” RUSK. 

The people of the United States, without re- 
gard to party, will be pained to learn of the 
death of Gen, J. M. Rusk, better known to 
them as “ Uncle Jerry’’—a familiar appella- 
tion which speaks volumes for his widespread 
popularity. Gen. Rusk’s. career has been a 
long and honorable one. He began it with 
stage-driving. In his 23d year he removed 
from Ohio, his native State, to Wisconsin, 
where foratime he was occupied with the 
management of a hotel, He soon drifted into 
politics, however, beginning withthe Shrieval- 
ty of BadsAxe County, subsequently changed 
by his influence to the more euphonious name 
ef Vernon. From the Sheriff's office he went 
to the Legislature and served one term. When 
the war broke out he gave up politics and en- 
listed asa Major. He served gallantly until 
the close’ of the war under Gens. Grant ahd 
Sherman. He was made Lieutenant-Colonel 
for,iis services under the former and Brevet- 
Brigadier-General for his gallantry at Salke- 
hatchie, under the latter. 

Returning to Wisconsin he twice was elect- 
ed Bank Controlles, and in 1870 went to Con- 
gress, where he served with the highest satis- 
faction until 1877. In 1881 he was elected 
Governor of Wisconsin and served three 
terms, retiring in January, 1889. His last 
official position was that of Secretary of Ag- 
riculture in the Harrison Cabinet. As the first 
Secretary of that department he gave emi- 
nent satisfaction to the whole country. After 
the defeat of the Republican party he retired 
to private life in Viroqua, his ol home, 
where he was overtaken by his last iilness. A 
surgical operation gave some’ hope for his 
recovery, but it is now evident that at his age 
he was not able to rally from its effects. 

Whatever the position Gen. Rusk was called 
upon to fill he performed its duties faithfully 
and to the satisfaction of all concerned. Asa 
member of the Legislature he did much use- 
ful work for his State. As a soldier, though 
he entered the service without military knowl. 
edge, he made a record of high distinction. 
As Congressman he easily was leader of his 
delegatign.; As Governor he was one of the 
best executives Wisconsin ever has had, and 
his signal service in putting down anarchy 
and mob disorder in that State will not soon 
be forgotten. As Secretary of Agriculture he 
filled the new position with eminent ability 
and did much to advance the interests and in- 
telligence of farmers and animal raisers. In 
political life he was known as the Hon, Jere- 
miah McClain Rusk, but in his contact with 
the people he was known as ‘“‘ Unele Jerry ’’— 
a familiar epithet which indicates his exceed- 
ing popularity and the high , respect in which 
he was held asa man. During his .long ca- 
reer not a suspicion of dishonor or trickery 
clouded his reputation. He was ruggedly 
honest, unflinchingly straightforward, and 
singularly gracious and genial in his personal 
contact. He made friends everywhere and 
none stronger than those among the old sgql- 
diers, who became attached to him by his de- 
votion to their interests, and who will mourn 
sincerely the close of his long and honorable 
career. The whole people will mourn the 
logs of a sturdy, robust, and typical American 
gentleman, 
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TO BURN [THE GARBAGE. 

The new garbage erematory erected near 
the intersection of Huron street and the river 
will begin operations today. It is estimated 
to consume 100 tons per twenty-four hours, 
or about one-fifth of the quantity of garbage 
now produced in the city. It will do this with 
the use of 500 gallons of petroleum, costing 
little more thag $8 per-diem, and the labor of 
three shifts of seven men ineach. The esti- 
mated cost of the reduction in labor and ma- 
terial is 47 cents per ton, and the city will 
pay 70 cents per ton for all that is consumed 
while the test is in progress, There should be 
a considerable saving in the cost of transport- 
ing the garbage, which is paid for by the city, 
owing to the much smaller distance the stuff 
must be carried to thacrematory as compared 
with the ordinary dump. 

The new apparatus promises well. It is 
said to generate a heat sufficient to melt down 
scraps of iron and glass, while a supplement- 
ary furnace consumes tite smoke and stench. 
Its merits as compared with the perambulat- 
ing crematory have to be decided by actual 
trial. It is claimed to be capable of producing 
a far greater degree of heat than the peram- 
bulator can do, and therefore more complete- 
ly reduces the material submitted to its ac- 
tion. Hence it is preferred for its avoidance 
of emissions of smoke and stench. But it is 
feared the cartage accompaniment may be 
far from agreeable. The long tine of garbage 
wagons passing through streets and alleys 
will be both unsig itly and unsavory, and in 
the latter respect may be a terrible nuisance 
to thousands of citizens. On the other hand, 
it is claimed for the perambulator that while 


it emits some smoke and stench the discom-g 


fort caused by it in any one spot is of short 
duration, as the machife can go through a 
whole block in about twelve minutes, after 
which the place is free till the next visit. Of 
course it has the advantage of taking up the 
garbage directly from the boxes into which it 
has been emptied by residents, and fhus does 
away with the nuisance of the garbage wagon, 
which takes the freshly stirred up stuff long 
distances through densely populated sections 
to poison the air all around. The perambu- 
lators are proved capable of doing good work, 
and it is claimed they can do the same 
amount of cremation at less cost than needed 
by the stationary erematory. This facteds 
cited as sufficient reason why the contractors 

are “‘ down on it.” If the perambulator were

people. ‘Phe fact the persons thus 
afflicted under the old time arrangemient be- 
long to the poorer classes does hot mitigate 
the wrong. They are ‘entitled to protection 
from nuisances ted by others as well 
as are the richer members ef the community, 
and the latter are in danger in case of disease 
breaking out among those directly exposed to 
the contagion, So ei method will bea 
vast improvement on present conditions, but 
both ghould be watched carefully by persons 
competent to judge, and the best chosen in 
the interest of all the people, since all have to 
pay their share of the cost. If after careful 
examination it be found that the perambulator 
is preferable on the whole to the stationary 
Crematory no opposition by .contractors 
should be allowed to stand in the way of its 
adoption for every ward in the city. The fact 
that those gentlemen get a large share of the 
million dollars appropriated yearly for the re- 
moval of filth may form a strong argument 
with them, but it should be of no force with 
the great majority, » thase who foot the bills. 
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PARAMOUNT BLOUNT’S REPORT, 

The administration has taken another step 
in its Hawaiian coup d'etat. It has given out 
the report of “my special! Commissioner,”’ 
* Paramount” Blount. It adds, however, 
nothing essential to what already has been 
stated in Secretary Gresham’s report to the 
Presicent, and its appearance in print only 
can be regarded as an attempt to excuse the 
conspiracy to replace the dissolute Liliuska- 
lani on the throne. The Blount report is 
made up of affidavits from royalists and 
friends of the Queen and of statements from 
those who are ititeregted pecuniarily in keep- 
ing heron the throne asa subservient and 
corrupt tool for their purposes. Blount was 
expected to fit the facts to the policy and he. 
did so by taking them all from one side and 
ignoring everything on the other side, It was 
therefore but an ex parte investigation, and as 
such not a complete | investigation at all. It 
goes without saying) that it antagonizes the 
statements of ex-Minister Stevens and makes 
a clear issue of veracity as betaveen Blount 
and Stevens, upon which the latter now will 
have something more to say. It may be an- 
ticipated he will produce the proofs to support 
his allegations, 

But even if all the statements of Paramount 
Blount were correct and substantiated by 
proof it would not change the situation one 
whit, nor would there be any justification for 
the secret cottetaney of the administration, 
hatched long rhonths ago and concealed from 
Congress until after its adjournment, to re- 
store the Queen to the throne arfd change a 
republic back again into a monarchy. The 
provisional government was recognized by 
the United States as well as other nations as 
soon as it was formed. And now President 
Cleveland has sent his Minister accredited to 
that government with every assuranceof good 
will and with an expression of the hope that 
the peaceful relations of the two governments 
long will continue, unless the provisional 
government recedes and voluntarily abandons 
its power. There is no way in which either 
Secretary Gresham or President Cleveland, 
under the provisions of international! law, can 
annul this formal recognition, twice ex- 
pressed, except by force, which would be an 
act of war. It matters little therefore 
whether Mr. Biount’s statements are correct 
or incorrect. They have no bearing upon the 
situation. ,It matters little what instructions 
have been sent to Minister Willis, If he 
should attempt to put the Queen on the 
throne and the government should resist the 
act, he only cap restore her to power by land- 
ing marities m our war vessels, which 
would néPalone be an unfriendly act. towards 
a government which nas been recognized 
twice but would be war, with all that the 
word implies. Should such an event occur it 
may be assumed as beyond all question that 
the Cleveland administration having sown the 
wind will reap the whirlwind. Congress, 
which is the war-making power, would resent 
the act and the people emphatically would 
condemnit. , 
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ANGERED BY THE N ELSON MONUMENT. 
The attempt on the part of some young 
French-Canadians of good family to blow up 
the Nelson monument at Montreal is a most 
discreditable bne. It is much more so than 
the inexcusable blowing up of the André mon- 
ument erected by Cyrus W. Field, André 
had trodden as an enemy the soil of New 
York. He had done what he could to injure 
the American cause. When Nelson fought 
and conquered at the Nile and at Trafalgar 
Canada had been for more than a generation 
a British colony. No Canadian ever suffered 
at Nelson’s hands, The excuse made for try- 
ing to destroy his monument is that he was a 
bitter enemy of France, a country which gave 
up Canada and the Canadians to Great Britain 
130 years ago. . 

This incident may be regarded as an illus- 
tration of the hostility between the two races 
in the Provinee of Quebec, of which Mr. 
Louis Frechette speaks in a recent magazine 
article. He says: 

That hostitity which must ever exist "from the 
very nature of things; that unreasoning hostility 
which led me and my English playfellows to 
shoulder each other off the sidewalk, which in- 
cited them to hail us as Johnny Batistes and 
us to call them sacré Irlandais whenever we met 
in any “ official” capacity; that hostility which 
arises from the distinctive character of two races 
that differ in religion, language, habits, customs, 
sympathies, aspirations, and even in physical ex- 
ternals; that involuntary hostility which springs 
more from sensation than interest, that comes 
neither from the heart nor from the head, and 
which outleaps the boundaries of reason, because 
it dwells not in individuals but in the masses. 

It would be more to the credit of the French- 
Canadians, however, if this irreconcilable hos- 
tility did not take the form of an attempt to 
blow up a monument, an act which may have 
been prompted by silly editorials in some of 
the French papers of Montreal pointing out 
what a shame and intolerable disgrace it was 
that the memory of the great enemy of France 
should be commemorated in t the > city. 
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THE MANUFACTURES BUILDING. 

The proposition for the reérection of the 
Manufactures Building on the Lake-Front, 
south of Randolph street, has taken a prac- 
tical form at last, It was suggested origi- 
nally that the city should take its World’s Fair 
dividend and use it in the reconstruction of 
the big building. The legal difficulties which 
stood in the way of that havé been avoided by 
the contemplated action of the Exposition 
directors. They say that the Exposition will 
bear all the expense of taking down the struct- 
ure, removing it to the Lake-Front, rebuilding 
it, and finishing it ready for occupancy, and 
will then turn it over to the city, charging the 
amount expendedagainst the city’s dividend. 
There is no legal difficulty in the way of such 
achion, and it is reasonably certain that the 


- work would be done more cheaply than if the 


city were to have the management of it. 

It is necessary that the Council should give 
permission to the directors to go on the Lake- 
Front to put up this building. The Corpora- 
tion Counsel has been asked if there are any 
legal objections, and he should reply in the 
negative, for there are none of any weight, 
There ¢an be no objections on any other 
score. It is true that one of the Aldermen 
seems to think that too much ground on the 
Lake-Front is being asked for. He is inclined 
to believe that a site shoulda be reserved there _ 
for an industrial school. The Lake-Front is 
not the place for such an institution. Room 
for that can he homes — Be is this

the time to decide exactly what use shall be 


made of the Manufactures Building when re- 
moved. ‘That can be settled hereafter. The 
first thifig to be done is to provide for getting 
the building on the Lake-Front. 

For that the Aldermen should vote unani- 
mously. The people want it done. They 
have expressed themselves on the subject 
quite plainly. They seea number of excel- 
lent uses which can be made of the structure 
and they object decidedly to a failure on the 
part of the Aldermen to avail themselves of 
the opportunity which offers itself at this 
moment. Evea since the Lake-Front litiga- 
tion was decided in favor of the city 
THe Trisune has contended that the strip 
lying south of Randolph street was just the 
place for the erection of a grand hall to be 
used for expositions and great popular gath- 
erings of all kinds. Sucha building can be 
secured now for a reasonable sum without 
burdening the taxpayers in the least. The 
Council should act promptly, and then the 
Exposition directors can carry out their part 
of the work. In how many ways the great 
edifice shall be utilized the future will decide. 


A BAD ORDINANCE VETOED. 


Mayor Swift sent to the Council Monday 


night a veto of the Mutual Electric Light and 
He objects to the vague, 
indefinite language of the ordinance, which 
may be construed soas to make it cover much 
more territory than was intended; to the per- 
mission given to put up overhead wires in vio- 
lation of the established policy of the city; to 
the insufficient provision for the protection of 
life and property; and to the inadequate se- 
@urity for replacing in good order streets and 
alleys which may be torn up. The Mayor 
says also: 

Another serious objection to this ordinance is 
that it does not provide any compensation to the 
city and tothe public for the privilege granted 
and the inconvenience to which the public is 
necessarily subjected by the exercise of the pow- 
ers attempted to be conferred by the ordinance. 
When a private corporation seeks to obtain 
pecuniary benefits by an interference with the 
convenient use of the streets and public places of 
the city I see no reason why it should not pay the 
city for the benefit it obtains. 


ese are all good reasons and the Mayor 
could have added another to them. The pro- 
posed grant is for a term of twenty years and 
covers that part of the city south of Thirty- 
ninth and west of State street. Were the 
ordinance to pass the city would turn over for 
twenty years the right to supply electric light 
and power in a territory of forty square miles, 
It would not get a centin return. If at the 
next session of the Legislature the city should 
ask for permission to go into the business of 
furnishing electric light or power to its citi- 
zens the company having the frunchiss cover- 
ing these forty square miles would unite with 
other companies in protesting that it was not 
** fair’? for the city to begin competing with 
them. Thus for twenty years the inhabitants 
for this forty-mile square district. would be 
left to the tender mercies of the Mutual Elec- 
tric Light company. 

This ordinance fixes maximum rates for the 
light to be furnished, but not for power 
should any be supplied. The rates may be 
reasonable now and yét excessive, five years 
from now. The cost of electrical lighting is 
being reduced continually, yet no power is re- 
served to the Council to force this corporation 
to reduce its maximum rates if the cost of 
lighting does fall and it refuses to ‘lower its 
prices, ‘In short, were this ordinance to be 
passed the furnishing of electric light in the 
Town of Lake and the annexed portions of 
Calumet and all control over it would pass 
for twenty years out of the hands of the Coun- 
cil, 

No such broad grants should be made, If 
the city permits any private concern to have 
the use of streets and alleys for the purpose 
of supplying electric light it should reserve 
for itself a liberal percentage of the gross re- 
ceipts, the right to reduce rates when they are 
too high, and the right to acquire at actual 
cost the plant of the company in case the city 
may Wish to go into the electric lighting busi- 
ness in that particular part of its territory. 
With some such provisions as these inserted 
and its other deficiencies corrected this ordi- 
nance may become acceptable.

It will be sold to peo- 
ple abroad who can find a use for it, and will 
pay us foritin things which we want to use 
or consume or in gold which we can spend in 
the purchase of articles wanted by the people.

Mme. Modjeska’s company is in Chicago re- 
hearsing at the Elks’ Lodge rooms in Hooley's 
Theater Building the new play “ Magda,” by 
Hermann Sudermann, which will be presented at 
Hooley’s Monday evening, when the distinguished 
tragedienne’s annnal season begins. The new 
play, over which Mme. Modjeska is singularly 
enthusiastic, has been presented in Chicago at the 
Schiller Theater as one of the bills in the rep- 
ertory of the local German stock company. At 
that tine, however, it was done in the original 
German under the title of “‘ Heimath,” by which 
it is known in Germany.

Unless the Promoter Puts Up $3,000 as » 
Guarantee of Good 
Tear Up the Streets and Alleys He 
Wants to Place Pipes In—It Is Believed 
He Wishes to Save His Ordinance 
Western Indiana Railroad Takes a New 
Lead in Its Track Elevation Project, 

John P. Bacon, promoter of the great com. 
pressed air scheme known under the name of 
the Chicago Power Supply and Smoke Abat. 
ing company, is trying to save the ordinance 
passed by the Council and given to him last 
year from becoming void. | At least that is the 
opinion of the city officials, to whom he ap- 
plied yesterday for a vermit to lay three mileg 
of pipe on the West Side. He has aot yet re- 
ceived the permit, which still reposes on the 
desk of the Deputy Commissioner of Publig 
Works, and he will not receive it until he 
hands in a certified check for $3,000 or thas 
amount in cash to protect the city against 
loss in repaving streets which he proposes tg 
tear up in laying his pipes. 

Mr. Bacdén’s ordinance was passed by the 
Council Feb. 29, 1892. It contains among 
other things a provision that unless the com. 
pany has laid and ready for operation three 
miles of pipe within two years after the ac. 
ceptance of the ordinance it shall become 
null and void. It is this provision which ig

REBELLION OF SPANISH RESERVES, 


The Government Continues Its Prepara- 
tions for Battle at Melilla. 

Maprip, Nov, 21.—A serious military out- 

break occurred during the mobilizing of 


miles south of this city. Some of the 
troops revolted and the civic guard 
was called upon to quell the  dis- 
turbance. This they sought to do, but 
the mutinous reserves turned on them and 
fought desperately. A number of the civic 
guards were injured. It was finally found 
necessary to call out the regular cavalry and 
try to restore order. The reserves were being 
mobilized because of the drafts made upon 
the regular troops owing to the trouble at 
Melilla.’ 

The Spanish Government continues its 
preparations to augment the force at Melilla 
and to carry on the war with the Riffilan 
tribesmen. Notavithstanding the arrival of 
the Sultan’s brother at Melilla, Gen. Macias 
has been ordered to begin an active cam- 
paign as soon as he has everything 
ready. Gen. Lominguez persists in his offer 
to assume the supreme command of the 
Melilla expedition. The Sultan of Morocco 
has ordered the Anguerites to continue on 
friendly terms with the Spaniards at Ceuta, 
and appeals to the tribesmen to refrain from 
aggressive acts. 

It is expected Gen. Machias will advance 
tomorrow with the object of driving the tribes- 
men from Spanish territory and reoceupying 
the evucuated position in order to appease na- 
tional sentiment before dipiomatice negotia- 
tions begin. 

Lowvon, Nov. 21.—A dispatch from Madrid 
says: 

Advices from Melilla say Spanish couriers 
now pass the Melilla forts unmolested by the 
Moors. They report seeing large bodies of the 
Sultan’s cavalry carrying white flags. 

The Standard’s Madrid correspondent says

HANG IN THE RIGGING ALL NIGHT, 


Terrible Experienée of the Crew of a Bark 
in the Great Storm. 

Loxpoxs, Nov. 21.—Phe crew of the bark 
Johanne Marie, which sank off Dungeness 
yesterday, took to the rigging when their ves- 
sel went’ down. They were exposed to the 
full fury of the gale all night. At daylight 
several men, almost dead from exposure, 
were taken into the lifeboat. Four of the 
crew had fallen from their resting places 
during the night and drowned. 

The Norwegian bark Moss has been towed 
into Yarmouth. It was found at sea derelict. 
Three of its crew were dead on board. The 
others are missing. 

Reports of persons having perished*in the 
snow have been received from Arundel, Sus- 
sex, Peterborough, Northampton, Banbury, 
Oxford, and Crickley, near Glovcester. Near 
Uppingham, Rutland, a mail cart became im- 
bedded in the drifts. The driver stuck to his 
post for hours. When found he was badly 
frost-bitten. His condition is precarious. 
The horse attached to the cart was frozen to 
death,

were desirous of blowing up the Nelson monu- 
ment on Jacques Cartier square. The mere 
mention of the fact shows that we have to do 
with ~ crack-brained individuals, who, ex- 
cited by ancalied for appeals to their 
misguided patriotism, lost their heads 
and went into an undertaking the conse- 
quences of which they did not realize.’ It 
remarks that hundreds of people would have 
been killed had the plot succeeded, and that 
Vidal, the editor who wished it removed, 
would have been responsible for the crime.

LEHIGH MEN TO TIE UP THIRTEEN 
ROADS IF NEOBSSARY., 


The Federation of Railroad Employes De- 
termined to Win This Strike at Ail 
HazardseIf the Read Shows Signs of 
Winning 50,000 Men May Be Called 
OuteSituation on the Road Becomes 
Worse=Notice to the Men to Return 
Wednesday or Be Discharged. 


Burrato, N. Y., Nov. 21.—[Special. |—The 
most serious feature of the Lehigh Valley 
strike has just come to light. The strikers 
will not give up the fight until they have called 
out every man on the thirteen competing 
lines from Chicago east, Philip W. Spring- 
weiler,a Lake Shore engineer who stands 
high in the councils of both the Engineers’ 
and the Firemen’s Brotherhoods, makes this 
emphatic declaration: ' | 

‘‘The federation of railroad employés,” 
said he, ‘‘ must win this fight, and will win it.’’ 

“Do you think such an extreme remédy as 
calling out all men on all the roads be neces- 
sary?’ he was asked, 

“I do,” he replied. ‘“ This first fight of the 
federation must be won, The struggle 1s not 
for wages but for r nition. The road 
must recognize the federa at any cost, and 
as the Lehigh will make a desperate struggle 
not to yield Ileook upon a tie-up on all the 
competing lines as most likely. This would 
mean the greatest railroad strike ever known, 
and it would involve 50,000 men, But just 
so sure as the Lehigh shows signs of winning 
it will be ordered at once, 

“The chief officers of the federation arg 
about to go over the road and see how mat- 
ters stand. They will be here in a few days.” 

A Lehigh locomotive in the Scott street 
yards ran away today and created immense 
excitement al! the way to East Buffalo. The 
night ot the engine ended with a collision at 
Dingens street, which wrecked two engines 
and narrowly escaped killing the crew of the 
one collided with. The locomotive was evi- 
dently started by some maticious person. It 
had been deserted by its crew and while stand- 
ing in the yard some one pulled the throttle. 

All the parallel lines deny having refused to 
handle pew offered by Lehigh or that 
they will refuse it, but no instances are re. 
corded where the h freight has been 
taken by these roads so far. It is significant 
in this connection that General Superintend- 
ent Van Etten of the Central is here with 
Supt. Gould of the Western Division. Mr. 
Van Etten ridiculed the idea of trouble among 
the em ployés of his road. 

The scene in the Lehigh freight yards is not 
the most encouraging from the company’s 
point of view. Long lines of freight cars 
block every track and the only work being 
done is to: make them up into trains. 


ARTHUR SAYS THE STRIKE IS JUST.

‘These duys when the police are worki 
to cleat the city of the criminal classes | 
officials of the bridewell, otherwise known as 
the House of Correction, have all they can 
to attend to the numerous arrivals. Sever 
two prisoners were received at the insti tuti 
yesterday. Of those sixty-eight were men 
and boys and four were women. The bride- 
well is already overcrowded. Altogether there 
are now 1,203 prisoners in the institutian, 
and many of these.are placed two in one cell 
in order to accommodate all. 
Shortly after noon yesterday the prisoners 
began to arrive, They came in the bridewell 
*bus, which has been named by its passenge 
as the **‘ Black Marja.” Every police cou 
the city did its share toward sending a supp 
of prisoners, As they came trom the ‘b 
they were hustled into a large room where 
they were given the regulation clothing and 
assigned to the proper wurds. In appearance 
they were almogt all alike. Shabby clothing, 
ill kept and torn, soiled faces and unkempt 
heads were the rule. The majority were shift- 
leas, careless men and boys, for whom work 
has no attractions, and who spend their time 
begging, loafing in saloons or about the 
streets. Ten cent of all the arrivals were 
boys ranging in ages from 10 to 17 years. 
Any one who has seen the crowd that comes 
daily before the Police Justices would be as 
tonished to see the changein the p 
when they are brought to bridewell. Men 
and boys who have been defiant, hilarious, 
and noisy in the pelice eeils and court becorie 


as docile ag lambs the moment they enter the 


institution. There seems to be something in 
the roc henge po the prison walls, and visi 
discipline of attendants which takes all 
the spirit out ef the prospective prisoners. 
But they are not all novices. who come there, 
More than one-half of them have served sen- 
tencesin the institution one or more times 
before.

Republican Tendency in the Territory 


Wasurneror, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
President Cieveland’s message is said to be in 
a backward state, This is because the affairs 
of which it treats are backward. His recom- 
mendations in regard to tariff legislation can- 
not well be framed until it is settled how far 
the radical Democrats on the Ways and Means 
committee will commit the party. If they in- 
sist on an income tax the President’s Eastern 
supporters, who are mostly rich men, would 
like to have something in the message dis- 
couraging that idea. They also want an indi- 
cation froin the White House of conservative 
action on the tariff. As to the finances there 
is so much confusion that probably the Presi- 
dent himself will not determine what recom- 
mendations to make until the last moment. 
It looks as though he will have to come out 
squarely in favor of bonds to strengthen the 
Treasury. Carlisle’s promise that the condi- 
tions would improve as soon as the Sherman 
law was repealed has not been kept. The re- 
serve has crept up very slowly, while the net 


cash balance has been going down, Under 
these circumstances there seems no other way 
to secure the means of meeting this year’s 
deficit and protecting the public credit except 
through a bond issue. As to silver, the Presi- 
dent prubably will make no positive state- 
ment, but will declare his confident belief 
that with a little more time the good effects of 
the stoppage of purchases will beseen. He 
may explain why it is not desirable for the 
United States to take the initiative in calling 
together the international monetary confer- 
ence. Thesigns of renewed activity on the 
tof the tree coinage men have caused 
= of the Southern Democrats to insist that 
the President, m order to head it off, shall 
reiterate the declaration of the Democratic 
convention, and recommend the repeal of the 
State bank tax. There was an understanding 
that if the Southern members su mppertes silver 
repeal the administration wuuld use its influ- 
ence to secure the repeal of the State bank 
tax. But with the existing financial uncer- 
tainty the President will be likely to hesitate 
about ca further uncertainty by recom- 
mending wildcat legislation, and what he has 
to say on the subject of State banks is apt to 
be very guarded, 


THEY GO SLOW IN ADMITTING UTAH, 


Democratic Congressmen Frightened by 
Certain Republican Tendencies, 
Wasutncrox, D, C., Nov. 21.—[Special. ]- 
Some Democratic Congressmen have lost 
their zeal for admitting Utah as a State. They 
still want to take in New Mexico and Arizona, 
but they are in no hurry about Utah. ° It is 
all bevause through local issues the Repub- 
licans have recently captured the Legis 
lature. Mormonism is no objection in the 
eyes of the Democrats to Utah's Statehood, 
but Republican supremacy would be a de- 
cided objection. At the extra session there 
was an effort to have an omnibus bill admit- 
ting Utah, New Mexico, and Arizona, but this 
was frustrated because the delegates from 
New Mexico saw it would be a mistake to 
couple this Territory with Utah. The plan 
now is to pass separate enabling acts for Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, and to go slow about 
Utah until assurance can be given that it will 
become a Democratic State. The bill re- 
ported by the House Committee on Territor- 
ies brought in Utah with its present bound- 
aries. lt would be much more desirable if 
Nevada could be joinei to Utah when the 
Mormon Territory does get into the Union. 
That, however, would not give two more Sen- 
utore to the silver-producing section, and 
probably the plan will never be carried out.

NO IMMIGRANT AGENT. 


PLANS OF THE WESTERN ASSOCIA. 
TION FAIL OF ADOPTION. 


Wisconsin Central and Great Western Un. 
willing to Indorse an Idea That May 
Prove Detrimental to Weaker Lines 
Unless Some Way to Change Their Sen- 
timents Is Shown Excessive Commis- 

.slons Will Continue—Canadiar Pacific's 

Cut to the Coast Making Trouble, 

The Western Passenger Association seems 
to be rather unfortunate in its efforts to. 
establish an immigrant clearing-house or joint 
agency for the equitable distribution of im. 
migrant rates in the First Ward of New York, 
About two months ago the association 
adopted an agreement for the establishment 


of such office in New York with a view of 
bringing about a more equitable division of 
the business and thus stop the disastrous com- 
petition that has been going on for several 


years and caused the payment of excessive 
commissions, which, in most instances, 


amount to over 50 per cent of the revenue 
derived by the railroads from the immigrant 


business. The new agreement provided for 
the appointment of a joint agent 
superintend the New York office 
under the direction of the Chairman of the 
Western Passenger Association and a com- 
mittee of five General Passenger Agents who 
were to have full direction in the matter of 
distributing and dividing the business. It 
was thought at the time when the agreement 
was adopted the Union Pacific, which is no 
longer a member of the association, would 
become a party thereto and a committee was

Terms Agreed Upon by Turf Congress Men 
for Next Season, 

After certain clubs in the turf congress have 
approved the following dates they will be stamped 
as official for the season of 1894. 

Little Rock will open as early as it sees fit and 
will close April 8. 

Memphis will begin three*days earlier than 
heretofore in order to retain its fifteen days’ 
meeting, and will race from April 9 to April 25. 

Nashville gives up one day, and will have an 
eight-day meeting from April 27 to May 5. 

Lexington drops two days and will have a 
seven-day meeting from May 7 to May 14. 

Louisville gives up one day and will have an 
eight-day meeting from May 15 to May 23. 

Latonia gives up four days and will have a 
twenty-six day meeting from May 24 to June 22. 

The representatives of St. Louis and Latonia 
agreed that no harm was done to either associa- 
tion by their meetings clashing, as thay occupy 
practically different territories and at that sea- 
son the increase in the pusares, of horses ready 
to race gives cach a full complement.
